











ORV group says . 
Navy misled public 


LONG BEACH, CA, APR. 8 

The San Diego Off-Road Coalition has accused the U.S. Navy of ‘not 
dealing in good faith'' in statements that its proposed land withdraw- 
al in southern California's Imperial Valley had been modified to allow 
public riding access. And, according to one off-road source which 
asked not to be identified, the Navy forced the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement (BLM) to remove a statement from a joint press release 
saying that the Navy would allow two popular riding areas to stay 
open and even provide funding for BLM patrols in those areas. The 
reason for the deletion, says the source, “is because the Navy 
doesn't want to commit itself on those areas.” 

The charges come as part of the latest round of a controversy 
which was supposedly settled February 15 in San Bernardino, Cali- 
fornia, when the BLM and Navy issued a joint press release announc- 
ing that a ''cooperative agreement'' had been drafted allowing public 
access to the 315,000 acres planned for withdrawal in the Imperial 
Valley, east of San Diego. But, according to ORV sources, references 
to the status of the San Felipe Corridor and Superstition Mountains 
were dropped before a formal statement could be made. 

According to BLM EI Centro Resource Area Manager Roger Zort- 
man, the statements were dropped because there was not enough 
time for both agencies to agree on precise wording. Zortman said 


'that no agreement had been reached on how the San Felipe Corridor 


and Superstition Mountain areas would be used, and there was no 
agreement on BLM ranger funding. i 

"What the San Diego Off-Road Coalition says is a matter of inter- 
pretation,” says Zortman, who takes issue with the Coalition's 
allegations. 

""There were two statements made by the commanding officer of 
the Naval Air Facility,” explains Zortman. ''One was that current 
uses which exist in the B zones are expected to continue. And the 
other is that there would be some curtailment of off-road recreation 
near the A zones.'' Zortman said that this applies to areas adjacent to 
A zones and areas where there is very low recreational demand. 

But, according to Lynn Brown of the San Diego Off-Road Coali- 

tion, "the Navy won't come out and say yes or no” about the status 
of the two areas in question. 
. And, in a letter written by Brown on behalf of the Coalition, “it was 
never the Navy's intention'' for B zones to be open to public use. 
Because of this, continues the letter, the Coalition “has no alterna- 
tive but to request that B and C zones be removed"' from the Navy's 
withdrawal program, because it did not ''deal in good faith” on B 
zone designations. 

The Navy's reason for the restrictions, according to Brown and 
Mike Bishop, Chairman of the California Off-Highway Motor Vehicle 
Recreation Commission, is safety. B zones serve as approach areas 
to targets in the A zones they surround; military aircraft arm their 
weapons in the B zones, but a mechanical failure, pilot error or 
turbulence may result in an accident which may affect anybody on 
the ground. ''But the Navy admitted that there have been four plane 
crashes in the last 40 years,'' says Bishop. Brown adds that two of 
the accidents involved members of the Navy's Blue Angel stunt 
flying team near Salton Sea, several miles away from the San Felipe 
Corridor and Superstition Mountains. 

At the present time, Zortman says that ''very delicate negotia- 
tions'' are being conducted by the BLM and Navy in order to work out 
their differences. He adds that ORV enthusiasts have no reason for 
panic, since there will be a series of public meetings to allow public 
input on the matter. No final decision on the BLM California Desert 
Plan Amendment will be made until June, Zortman says. Once that 
has been agreed upon, a further series of meetings will be held to 
discuss the environmental impact statement (EIS) on the Navy 
withdrawal. 

“We still see no commitment from the Navy,'' says Brown about 
the situation. ‘The BLM tells me that there's nothing to worry about, 
but | won't believe anything the Navy says until it's down on paper in 
writing.”

While the CPSC has not made a 
specific commitment as to what it 
will do about ATVs, Marchica noted, 
“This ANPR tells the world that the 
Commission is very concerned, (and) 
asks that a voluntary standard be put 
in place. Because one of the things 
we'll have to do if the Commission 
comes up with a mandatory standard 
is we'd have to evaluate the existing 
voluntary standard and then see if 
that would be adequate. As of today, 
there is no voluntary standard on 
ATVs; the industry has told us that 
they are willing to start a process." . 

According to Marchica, one of the 
first things the CPSC will be doing 
before it goes any further is to set upa 
task force to carry out the announced 
steps. The task force leader and staff 
will be chosen from inside the CPSC. 

The nature of information that the 
CPSC is seeking for its evaluation, 
says Marchica, is expected to come 
from a wide number of sources — 
users and user groups, industry spo- 
kesmen, state agencies, and consu- 
mer advocate groups. "We want to 
cover as much as we can so we're 
hearing all aspects of the ATV com- 
munity. We don't want to hear from 
manufacturers, we're looking for user 
groups, state and local people who 
have regulations in place. We'll ask 
from them how they feel about what's 
going on. I think there's a role here 
for the federal government." ۰

the development of voluntary stand- 
ards. The difference is, when you par- 
ticipate, you do a lot of work in the 
development ofa voluntary standard, 
you go to meetings, you're the advo- 
cate for certain performance aspects 
of the voluntary standard. What (the 
commission) told us to do was to 
monitor the process. They told us to 
attend meetings that would be occur- 
ing at the voluntary standard level.’’) 

— Publish promptly an Advanced 
Notice of Proposed Rulemaking 
(ANPR): pursuant to Section 9 of the 
Consumer Product Safety Act, to, 
according to Marchica, “obtain addi- 
tional information from all interested 
sources concerning the hazards asso- 
ciated with ATVs. This ANPR will 
identify each possible regulatory 
option that may be considered under 
the Commission's Section 7 or Sec- 
tion 8 authority, including a perfor- 
mance standard, a warning standard, 
a labeling standard, a partial ban, a 
ban, or a combination of these 
options.” 

Marchica added that the Commis- 
sion staff "will cover the whole gamut 
of regulatory options available to us 
under Sections 7 and 8 of the Consu- 
mer Product Safety Act." Marchica 
stated that according to law, before 
the CPSC begins any of these actions, 
the public has to be notified that the 
commission is intending to under- 
take any proposed rule-making pro- 
cess. Advanced public notification, 
says Marchica, will be “within the 
next two months; it will be as early as 
April, but no later than June. 

"The ANPR will also mention 
that the Commission may consider 
other regulatory or enforcement 
options,” said Marchica, "such as the 
use of Section 12, ‘Imminent Hazard,’ 
or Section 15, 'Substantial Product 
Hazard,’ and Section 27E, 'Produc- 
tion of Technical and Performance 
Information’ of the authority under 
the Consumer Product Safety Act. 

"What we are doing," said Mar- 
chica, “is explaining that the Com- 
mission has all these regulatory tools 
available to it, and we will see what 
happens as a result of the ANPR. By 
starting this process, we'll be getting 
information that will assist the 
Commission in structuring the scope 
of its planned public hearings. All of 
this will begin in the present fiscal 
year. (The Commission) also gave us 
guidance for the next fiscal year, 
which begins in October, that we 
should consider an information and 
education campaign, which is option 
eight of our package. The way we 
will consider this is by including it 
into our fiscal year 1986 operating 
plans, and what will happen is that 
prior to October, the Commission as 
a body will decide what work it wants 
to do for fiscal 1986. One of the things 
they want us to provide them is an 
information and education project 
on ATVs." 

Marchica stated that 90 days after 
the ANPR is issued, the Commission 
will evaluate the information it has 
received up to that time. The com- 
missioners will then “determine the 
need for a compulsory process to 
obtain information necessary to satis- 
factorily build an agency record on 
ATVs in order to proceed with regu- 
latory or enforcement options as 
necessary. This review does not pre- 
clude the staff from seeking compul- 
sory process on an ad-hoc basis at an 
earlier date if necessary.” 

Marchica explains that 90 days 
after the ANPR is issued, if the com- 
mission doesn’t believe that it has 
received all the information that could 
possibly be available, "special orders” 
may be required to get further details 
"on a mandatory basis." 

Marchica said that the Commis- 
sion is at the information-gathering 
Stage so it “can decide which regula- 





CPSC seems determined to 
force recall and ban 


Government 
attacks ATVs

'The Consumer Product Safety Commission 
has launched a full-scale investigation of 
ATV safety problems and seems determined 
to ban three-wheelers in the near future. 


future; in a March 7 letter to consu- 
mer protection agencies in each state, 
Commissioner Statler asked state 
officials to “.. . help us deal with 
this risk by alerting your constituency 
to send me any information about 
ATV instability, hearing of an acci- 
dent, suffering an injury, etc; as well 
as any personal observations, based 
on use, as to the ATV's configura- 
tion, loss of control, handling char- 
acteristics, speed, or overall safety.” 

The furor over ATV safety erupted 
with the release of CPSC staff esti- 
mates that injuries and deaths related 
to ATV use have soared over recent 
years, as ATV popularity increased. 
According to CPSC estimates, 66,956 
people were injured on ATVs in 
1984, with 48 deaths. The injury fig- 
ures are projected from numbers re- 
ceived by a sample of hospital emer- 
gency rooms across the country and 
do not represent an actual count of 
injuries. 

ATV industry spokesmen have 
pointed out that the CPSC’s own 
investigations show that many ATV- 
related injuries involve riders who 
don’t wear any safety equipment (such 
as helmet, gloves, boots, ect.) and 
mis-use of ATVs (including riding 
double, riding on pavement, unsup- 
ervised riding by children, etc.) 

According to the CPSC’s Nick 
Marchica, Acting Manager for 
Emerging Product Hazards, the CPSC 
has directed its staff to take the fol- 
lowing steps during fiscal year 1985: 

—Conduct a preliminary hazard 
analysis to obtain detailed informa- 
tion on ATV use. 

—Undertake a human engineering 
and medical analysis of ATVs and 
their use. 

—Hold a series of public hearings. 
The full commission will hold three 
field hearings in fiscal year 1985 and 
one hearing in fiscal 1986, plus one 
hearing in Washington, D.C. 

—Monitor the ATV industry’s 
training and education efforts, reserv- 
ing the right to assist or strengthen 
the industry effort at a later date if 
neccessary. 

(According to Marchica, CPSC staff 
had suggested that the agency moni- 
tor, assist and strengthen industry 
training and education efforts; but 
commissioners decided they wanted 
CPSC staff to be aware of what the 
ATV industry is doing, not actively 
assisting or trying to get the industry 
to do more.) 

—Share information with user 
groups and state, federal and local 
officials. 

—Monitor the development of 
voluntary standards for ATVs. (“By 
our definition,” said Marchica, “this 
means that the staff would basically 
be aware of what the industry is 
doing. We had recommended to the 
commission that’ we participate in 





In leading the four-member 
CPSC in its decision to begin 
an ATV safety crusade, Com- 
missioner Stuart M. Statler said, 
"I'm seriously considering the possi- 
bility of seeking a ban and possibly a 
recall of the vehicles out there. Serious 
consideration needs to be given in the 
months ahead of advisability of seek- 
ing a halt to future three-wheel ATV 
production and possibly recalling all 
such vehicles previously sold.” 

The CPSC's recent concern over 
ATV safety has been met by propos- 
als of increased rider training and 
safety awareness programs from the 
Specialty Vehicle Institute of Ameri- 
can (SVIA), a non-profit trade group 
funded by ATV manufacturers Hon- 
da, Kawasaki, Suzuki and Yamaha. 
But the SVIA's contention that ATV 
injuries are the result of rider mis-use 
and lack of safety equipment haven't 
impressed commissioners, who seem 
to be convinced that three-wheelers 
are inherently unstable when moving. 

Speaking about the SVIA plans re- 
lative to his perceptions of ATVs' 
"dynamic stability," Statler said 
“They tell us they're going to do 
something about it, and then leave 
out the most important part. I don't 
sense any feeling of resolve or com- 
mitment on the part of the ATV 
industry." 

Commission Chairman Terrence 
Scanlon said “The time for talk is 
over; the time for action is at hand." 

The Commission, meeting in 
Washington, adopted seven of nine 
CPSC-staff-proposed courses of action 
for dealing with the issue of ATV 
safety, stopping short of immediately 
issuing mandatory design regulations, 
forcing a recall or halting future pro- 
duction, all of which were considered. 

But according to CPSC documents 
released under the Freedom of Infor- 
mation act, the adoption of the seven 
measures does not rule out future 
severe government action regarding 
ATVs. Ina memo to the Commission 
dated February 20, CPSC Corrective 
Actions Division Compliance Officer 
Elizabeth Haught listed available 
options, including ''... actions 
under Section 15 of the CPSA (Con- 
sumer Product Safety Act) seeking a 
determination that one or more types 
of ATVs present a substantial pro- 
duct hazard and seeking public notice, 
repair, replacement or refund of the 
purchase price of the product.” 

Continuing in the memo, Haught 
said “The staff believes it would be 
more appropriate for the Commis- 
sion to consider these options after 
further information has been deve- 
loped through .. . hearings and 
additional research . . ."' 

There is no guarantee that the 
Commission won't take extremely 
harsh measures some time in the

INTERVIEW: Danny LaPorte back in the USA — part two.

encourages a more sedate pace. Sit 
back . . . relax . . . andenjoy the ride. 

The riding position is normally a 
bit too far back, okay for legal-speed 
work. If a fairing were added, the 
footpeg/seat/handlebar positioning 
would be just right. But without a 
fairing, big-mile days would be a 
problem on a cross-country trip. For 
my solo ride, a duffle bag was strapped 
to the passenger seat and served as a 
backrest to solve the problem. 

"Nice Harley." The comment 
seemed sincere, and was made by the 
filling station attendant while he 
hung the hose back on the pump. I 
looked at the Shadow, and noticed 
that one of the tank-bag straps was 
cinched over the word “Honda” on 
the gas tank—leaving the letter “H” 
and part of the-wing emblem exposed. 
I thanked the man, paid him, and 
rode away. 

Near Pensacola, Florida, the back 
roads connect with Interstate 10 to 
jump the river delta at Mobile Bay, 
Alabama. This stretch of Interstate is 
a narrow causeway above the swamp- 
lands of the Gulf Coast, and having 
settled and buckled over the years, is 
anything but smooth. The Shadow’s 
suspension did an admirable job of 
soaking up the bone-jarring bumps 
along this stretch, and proved to be a 
comfortable day-long mount for the 
run to New Orleans. 

In particular, the front suspension 
seemed compliant and well control- 
led. No anti-dive is fitted to the bi 
Shadow, and considering the type o 
riding the bike is designed for, is a 
feature that probably won't be missed. 

The big Shadow wheeled into New 
Orleans, Louisiana, shortly after 
nightfall. After offloading tankbag 
and luggage, the Shadow and I rode 
into the French Quarter to profile on 
seedy Bourbon Stree sis 00 socis 
44er, eS fT. wes o uude 








that the custom styling was com- 
pleted on the drawing boards in 
Japan; a very different place from the 
wide-open-spaces of the United States. 
The custom seat that looked right on 
the stylist’s drawing board seldom 
felt right at the end of a big-mile day. 
The same was true for the placement 
of the footpegs, the angle of the han- 
dlebar bends, the width of the gas 
tank, and so on. 

Things have changed. In spite of 
its traditional V-twin custom styling, 
the 1100 Shadow makes a surpris- 
ingly comfortable touring mount. 
Toenhance rider comfort, the Shadow 
sports rubber-mounted handlebars 
and hollow rubber footpegs. The 
engine is solidly mounted in the 
frame, but Honda’s unique offset- 
crankpin engine is surprisingly 
smooth. The seat has a deeply-stepped 
bucket for the rider, with the pas- 
senger perched a full two inches 
higher. 

The seat is actually two separate 
parts, divided for rider and passenger. 
The idea is that the weight of the 
rider won't pull the seat cover tight 
for the passenger, or vice versa. A pas- 
senger backrest is part of the styling 
package, but is angled too far back to 
contribute to passenger comfort. 


Running west from Daytona, the 
Shadow connected a series of back 
roads to end up on Florida's Highway 
98, along the Intracoastal Waterway 
of the Gulf Coast. Message number 
one from theengine room; the Shadow 
isn't in any hurry to get anywhere. 
Though enough power is on tap for 
100+ mph blasts, the Shadow prefers 
to make headway in a polite and 
relaxed manner.

Rain threatened on the horizon, and rush- 
hour traffic was at a standstill on Interstate 
10 near San Antonio, Texas. An off-ramp 
was ahead, and with a quick weave through 


memories of a bygone era, replaced 
by the Interstate’s truck stops, junk- 
food vendors and self-serve filling 
stations. 

Of course Highway 90 still exists, 
and many travelers enjoy the relaxed 
pace it affords. Mom-and-Pop cafes 
serve meals witha friendly “Hi, how 
y'all doin’ today?”, and grizzled ser- 
vice station veterans will kick your 
tire and tell you about a '47 Harley 
they once bought for $30. Though 
seldom separated by more than a few 
miles, Highway 90 and Interstate 10 
are worlds apart. 

The same kinds of differences exist 
in motorcycles. Of their custom-styled 
bikes, Honda builds the hot-blooded 
V65 Magna as the shortest distance 
between two points, for the perfor- 
mance-oriented rider dedicated to the 
fast lane. On the other hand is the 
V'T1100C Shadow, designed for a 
slower pace, perfect for roads like 
Highway 90. 

Following the press introduction 
ride to Daytona Beach, Florida, I rode 
the test Shadow back to the Cycle 
Neuws offices in Long Beach, Califor- 
nia. Thanks to deadlines, five days 
were allotted for the ride — enough 
time to sample a bit of old Highway 
90, as well as to push the Shadow 
through some mile-making sessions 
aboard Interstate 10. 

Just a few years ago, a coast-to- 
coast ride on a Japanese custom- 
styled motorcycle was nothing less 


than,an: ordeal.: Che problem; was 
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the sea of stranded cars the 
Shadow and I veered off onto 
old Highway 90. The traffic 
gradually thinned, and in a 
short time I was riding alone on a 
deserted two-lane highway. 

Highway 90. Less than 20 years 
ago, this road served as the major 
east-west thoroughfare for the south- 
ern states — much like the fabled 
Route 66 that linked Chicago with 
Los Angeles. Old 90 stretched from 
the town of Van Horn in west Texas, 
and meandered along the Gulf Coast 
to terminate at the Atlantic Ocean 
near Jacksonville, Florida. 

Travel was different in the heyday 
of old 90; though the road was the 
most direct route for cross-country 
travel, it was punctuated by small 
towns every few miles. Agricultural 
traffic presented slow-moving obsta- 
cles, and every town had a low speed 
limit — if not a genuine speed trap. 
Progress was slow: serious day-long 
driving would seldom net more than 
a few hundred miles of travel. 

Interstate 10 now closely parallels 
old Highway 90, and this modern 
multi-lane expressway has changed 
the nature of travel through the 
southern states. A trip that was oncea 
week-long expedition is now a two- 
day blitz across smooth and feature- 
less terrain. The tourist traps, curio 
museums, bottle houses and motels 
that once dotted old Highway 90 are 
agy: Jiugle; more. PER ۷ 
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The 1100 Shadow is hardly designed for quarter-mile work; its leisurely 
V-twin engine netted a best pass of 12.91 @ 102.27 mph: on a perfor- 
mance par with bikes half the Shadow’s size. 





uisite charcoal cannister to handle 
evaporative emissions from the fuel 
tank; the cannister will be mounted 
low on the frame downtubes in front 
of the engine. 

Carburetion was smooth and crisp, 
and throttle response couldn’t be 
faulted throughout the powerband. 
Domestic models may not fare as well 
due to leaner carburetor jetting. The 
engine always fired right up at the 
first stab of the starter button. Full 
choke was required for cold starts. 

Riding across the country, the 
Shadow took a quart of oil at about 
the 2000-mile mark — and used virtu- 
ally none for the duration of the test. 
That was it. The bike received its 
initial service with 200 miles on the 
clock, and never set tire in a service 
bay again. 

Shaft drive eliminated the hassles 
of frequent chain adjustment, and 
neither leaked or required any atten- 
tion. The rear tire is less than half- 
way through its tread, and-will prob- 
ably go on to last 10,000 miles. 

By theend of the test, the rear shocks 
have faded noticeably, allowing the 
Shadow to bounce through several 
cycles after hitting a bump. The air- 
assisted front fork seems fine, and 
remained air-tight throughout the 
trip. 

No rain was encountered during 
the cross-county trip, but after re- 
turning to California the Shadow 
was ridden through a genuine cloud- 
burst near Riverside. The front disc 
brakes worked equally well when wet 
or dry, and the rear drum stayed dry. 
The engine ran fine in the rain; the 
bike didn’t seem to mind the weather 
at all. 

Other than that, nothing fell off, 
broke, vibrated apart or failed in any 
way — the1100 Shadow was trouble- 
free for the duration of the test. With 
an oil change and a quick check of 
tiré pressure, óür test Shadow is ready 
for another cross-country ride. ۰ 





schedule and nearly 1000 miles to go, 
the Interstate was the only viable 
route home. The big Shadow is long- 
legged, and in top gear just rumbled 
along and counted miles on its 
odometer. 

The sun set while I was still 150 
miles east of Yuma, Arizona, and the 
desert was pitch dark on a moonless 
night. The Shadow's headlight is a 
decent 60/55-watt quartz unit — but 
the problem with-night riding is the 
indicator lights. The 1100 Shadow — 
in fact all Shadows — uses a bright 
yellow light to show when top gear is 
engaged. A bright blue light indi- 
cates high beam, and as a result, you 
can actually see farther on low beam 
in fourth gear than with the high 
beam and both indicator lights burn- 
ing. On the road, a quick slap of duct 
tape over the lights solved the 
problem. 

Over 600 miles of Interstate 10 had 
passed under the Shadow's wheels 
that day, and Yuma served as the 
day's destination. I found a motel, 
and walked into the lobby for a room. 

“Nice Honda,” said the man behind 
the counter. I must have looked 
genuinely surprised when he correctly 
identified the bike. “My brother's got 
a Shadow, too. They're good bikes." 

He was right. After eight states and 
five days in the saddle of the 1100 
Shadow, Honda's newest V-twin pro- 
filer-custom motorcycle had proven 
itself to be a worthy tourer.

The test bike we received was a 
hand-built pilot production model 
made in Japan; production versions 
will roll off Honda's assembly lines 
in Marysville, Ohio. The test bike 
was also a Canadian model — accord- 
ing to Honda spokesmen, changes to 
the carburetion will be the only dif- 
ference for Américan-spee Shadows.

about low-speed profile cruising on 
the Shadow is stability: the rake checks 
at 32°, and trail is a whopping 6.04 
inches. Unlike bikes that seem to fol- 
low eye movement, darting from lane 
to lane, the Shadow wants to track 
straight ahead — a decisive move at 
the handlebars is required to make 
the machine change course. 

Gas mileage was also impressive 
with these low-speed steady cruising 
conditions, with the best tank meas- 
uring 57.8 mpg. Worst tank, recorded 
when running at a much higher 
speed into a slight headwind checked 
at 49.4 mpg — big-inch V twins are 
fuel-efficient beasts. 

Working with the Shadow's re- 
ported four-gallon fuel capacity, the 
bike should have a cruising range of 
about 200 miles. The problem is the 
electric gas gauge, and the Shadow's 
two-part gas tank. Theelectric sender 
is mounted in the lower gas tank; 
therefore, the gauge remains pegged 
on full until the upper tank — about 
half the fuel supply — is exhausted. 
The gauge would move off the peg at 
about 90 miles, read half-scale at 120 
miles, and be pegged on empty at 
about 150 miles. Since the electric 
fuel pump has no provision for a 
reserve tap, riding past the 150 mile 
point without re-fueling is a matter 
of guesswork and luck. 

Highway 118 cuts north from old 
90 at the town of Alpine, Texas, and 
provided a joyous 75-mile stretch of 
twisty mountain roads — a rarity in 
the Lone Star state. While cornering 
clearance is fine for vertical profile- 
custom cruising, a brisk ride through 
some tight turns found the big 
Shadow trailing a shower of sparks. 
Up tothe point of undercarriage con- 
tact, the Shadow remained stable 
when cornering, showing no trace of 
wobble. For a raked-out custom bike, 
the Shadow’s handling is excellent. 
^ Highway.118 dead-ends at Interstate 
10; with two days remaining on the 





“Hey, my man, that's a baad Hah- 
ley!" came the shout from a street 
corner. I didn't feel the need to correct 
the man—to explain about V-twins 
and profile-customs—and instead 
waited for the light to change, dump- 
ing the clutch without comment. 

Ah yes, the clutch. In theory, the 
hydraulically-assisted clutch should 
have a lighter clutch-lever pull than 
conventional designs. For the 1100 
Shadow, the feel at the lever is about 
the same as other big-bore motor- 
cycles — which means it might have 
been much greater if conventional 
springs were used. 

But the problem is that the clutch 
works with oil volume as well as 
pressure: the cavity behind the clutch 
piston must fill with oil and come up 
to pressure for full clamping strength. 
This makes for a built-in time delay, 
and the clutch always slips briefly 
after shifts. Once up to pressure, the 
clutch always locked solid. 

Even though initial slip is part of 
this clutch design, the Shadow's 
clutch posed no problem for the 
dragstrip testing that followed the 
trip. Because of the slip, we assumed 
the fastest times would be posted by 
rolling off the throttle and shifting 
without the clutch. Surprisingly, the 
best times were achieved with the 
throttle wide open while quickly 
clutching and shifting. 


In real-world riding, this clutch 
seems to combine the worst of both 
worlds. The initial diaphragm spring 
makes the clutch grabby and difficult 
to control at low speeds, yet lacks a 
firm engagement point when shift- 
ing under power.

be the case next year) stopping power 
is handled by a single-leading-shoe 
system, and the brake arm is mounted 
to the chain guide. Between the rear 
brake actuating arm and the rear 
brake pedal is a steel rod that pivots 
on parallel to the swingarm axle, 
creating a floating effect. The rear 
brake can be adjusted by hand, twist- 
ing a wing nut on the end of the rod. 

Cosmetically, the M-Star’s radiator 
shrouds are reshaped, as are the fend- 
ers and side panels; the seat is now 
blue instead of black and the gas tank 
holds half-a-gallon more (2.8 gal.) 
this year because the left side of the 
tank is dropped down six inches. 
This also lowers the center of gravity 
to aid handling. 

The controls on the handlebars are 
made by Magura, and include the 
levers, whirlpool throttle housing 
and the front disc brake’s master cyc- 
linder. Footpegs are cleated, but the 
rear brake pedal is not. Claimed dry 
weight is 216 pounds (16 pounds 
lighter than in 1984), making the M- 
Star still one of the heaviest in the 
250cc class. 

Riding 

Before we even got the chance to 
ride the M-Star, we came across one 
thing we disliked — the kickstarter. 
For right-handed riders, a kickstarter 
on the left side is difficult to use; but 
even fora left-handed rider, using the 
kickstarter on the M-Star is a pain. 
The lever itself is a little too tall, and 
it folds up when under the footpeg at 
the bottom of its stroke. This causes 
the rider's foot to continue all the 
way to the ground, non-stop, while 
the lever flies back up to its original 
position. It is a terrible nuisance, and 
it happens every time the rider takes a 
stab at the kickstarter. Fortunately, 
M-Star fires easily. Trying to start the 
GM while sitting on the bike is no 
fun at all, either. 

Besides that, if the folding kick- 
starter doesn't cause the rider prob- 
lems then the little rubber pad on the 
lever does it — slides off the lever after 
a few kicks and lets your boot slip off. 
The «problem: is » worse. under. wet- 
conditions. 





steel frame is made lighter this year 
by increasing the diameter of the 
tubes and decreasing the thickness of 
the walls. The steering head is slightly 
lower this year and the wheelbase is 
one inch shorter at 58 inches; replac- 
ing last year’s swingarm is an all-new 
box section aluminum swingarm that 
is considerably lighter. The seat 
height has been lowered by one inch, 
to 37.5 

M-Star called its 1984 single-shock 
rear suspension system the Twin 
Link; after major linkage changes, it 
is now called the Twin Link 2. The 
linkage has been completely rede- 
signed for a more progressive damp- 
ing curve, and the Ohlins shock with 
a remote reservoir used last year was 
replaced by an Ohlins piggyback- 
reservoir shock with separate, exter- 
nal rebound and compression damp- 
ing adjustments. The rebound knob 
is located on the reservoir and has 
easy access, while the compression 
damping adjuster is found at the bot- 
tom of the shock strut and is difficult 
to get to. 

The linkages and levers pivot on 
new teflon busings (there are three 
pivot points), and there is one grease 
lubricating (zerk) fitting. Total wheel 
travel is a long 13.5 inches. 

The air-adjustable telescopic fork 
is made by M-Star; it’s lighter for 
1985 and now has teflon guide bushes 
on the damping tubes. Wheel travel 
is 12 inches. 

New this year is a hydraulic front 
disc brake, which is a good thing — 
last year’s drum front brake was next 
to useless. The 1985 front axle is 
larger in diameter to increase rigidity 
of the fork, and both front and rear 
hubs are made out of a lighter alumi- 
num material (the rear hub is coni- 
cal). M-Star hasn't yet developed a 
straight-pull spoke set-up that the 
Japanese bikes have had for the past 
few years. Rims are made by Nordisk 
and are constructed of aluminum; 
tires are Perfectcross Metezlers. 

The rear brake assembly is mounted 
on the right side; the same side as is

1985 GM250 M-Star: 


A star is born

M-Star might not be a household word, but 
the new 1985 GM250 from the small West 
German factory is out to change all that. 
Although last year’s SC250 debuted a single 


right, opposite Japanese motocross- 
ers. 

The exhaust pipe runs from the 
center-port cylinder, winds up the 
right side of the frame and exits 
through a rebuildable aluminum 
silencer. The pipe is hand-made and 
comes unpainted for the "works" 
look. 

Carburation is handled by an 
aluminum-body, round-slide 38mm 
Bing, with a choke pull knob and a 
tickle push button. The airbox is 
plastic, carrying dual-stage oiled- 
foam air filters, access to the filter is 
from the top, afterremoving the seat. 

The M-Star has a five-speed trans- 
mission and a wet multi-disc clutch, 
same as last year. The clutch still has 
a very hard pull and a quick, springy 
return action, while the shift lever is 
made out of steel and has a folding 
tip with a rubber pad. The kickstarter 
lever is also made of steel and has a 
rubber boot pad — the unit is mounted 
on the left side of the bike, and is a 
very old design; most Japanese bikes 
in the mid-70s had the same type. 

The 250 uses a Motoplat transis- 
torized ignition system, and the 
magneto assembly is guarded by a 
red, plastic cover held on by four flat- 
head screws. Protecting the magneto 
from a derailed chain is a sturdy case 
saver, but there is no cover over the 
countershaft sprocket; the drive chain 
isa gold-annodized 520 Regina: : ; 

The double-cradle chrome-moly- 





shock rear suspension system 
and water-cooling, it didn't 
make much of a dent against 


the better-suspended and more- 


powerful 250cc motocrossers from 
Japan. The 1984 SC was heavy — 20 
pounds more than the CR250 Honda 
— and the brakes didn't cut it; exclud- 
ing those shortcomings, the SC hand- 
led decently, put out moderate horse- 
power and was fun to ride. But as a 
full-fledged racer, the M-Star wasn't 
a threat. 

Soon after the release of the C250, 
M-Star engineers went to work and 
came up with the GM250; not much 
was left untouched — the frame, sus- 
pension, brakes, fuel tank and engine 
were all changed for 1985. 

Last year's M-Star 250 had a very 
pipey motor — decent power mid- 
range and on top, but lacking power 
off the bottom. This year, a new 
exhaust pipe and porting are incor- 
porated to aid low end. Therest of the 
water-cooled, reed-valve, two-stroke 
engine remains unchanged; bore and 
stroke are 67 x 70mm, actual dis- 
placement is 247cc. 

Like last year, the M-Star has two 
radiators mounted forward of the gas 
tank, and the water pump is con- 
nected to the left of the crankshaft.

bottom, and even when it did, there 
isn't a hard bump or violent jolt — 
the tire just kisses the underside of the 
fender. 

Up front, the M-Star fork also 
works very well, although sometimes 
the front end will shake while brak- 
ing over bumps — nothing serious. 
Landing from steep drop-offs didn't 
faze the fork — it just soaked up the 
impact smoothly, and bottoming was 
very rare. The fork seals started to 
leak soon after we rode the bike; 
according to M-Star, the fork legs are 
ground a little too rough and cause 
the seals to wear out prematurely. 
The oil seaps out enough to dribble 
down the back of the fork leg and 
make a mess; once it starts leaking, 
though, it doesn’t seem to get any 
worse. 

Even though it’s called an M-Star, 
it still turns like a Maico — precisely. 
Nailing the inside or the outside of a 
turn is no problem on the M-Star — it 
will go where it's pointed and does so 
quickly and predictably. It even loves 
to be slammed into berms with the 
throttle wide open and won't tend to 
high-side over the berm with the rid- 
er's weight forward or on the middle 
of the seat. 

The seat is fairly firm and narrow 
and mates very smoothly with the 
plastic tank, making sliding to the 
front and to the rear of the bike a 
comfortable transition. Despite hav- 
ing 13.5 inches of rear wheel travel 
the M-Star feels low to sit on, while 
the handlebar position is a little 
highen than om most bikes; it feels a 
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squeaks hideously when it is lightly 
applied when riding or even just 
loading into or unloading from a 
truck. 

The rear brake, on the other hand, 
performs quite well — it’s strong, has 
a positive feel and doesn’t lock up, 
although the back end chatters and 
hops around a bit over the bumps 
when braking from high speeds. The 
brake pedal is one of the few parts 
that still comes from the stone age; 
it’s non-cleated and has no holes for 
mud and water to escape, so boot 
traction is at a minimum. ۱ 

The M-Star’s suspension is its 
strongest feature — the back end is 
one of the best around and could be 
considered as the best for the Beginner, 
Novice or Intermediate level rider. 
For the Pros, though, the Ohlins 
shock could use some minor valving 


adjustments for quicker damping : 


response, but for just about every- 
body else, the rear suspension is excel- 
lent. Over small or large bumps, the 
rear rides almost like a Cadillac —it's 
very plush. Most bikes handle either 
large or small bumps well, but the 
M-Star handles both equally well. 
After a few laps on our test track, the 
shock got so hot that the reservoir 
couldn't be touched by hand, but the 
shock's performance was virtually 
unchanged; that's a sign of high- 
quality shock oil. 

The back end never swaps on very 
rough straights, and the rear tire stays 
close to the ground constantly. It 
would take a good-size bump or a 


large drop-off to get the back end to:

suspension is one of the best on the track. Swingarm is aluminum. 


but it would take too much time to 
release grip and use four fingers to do 
it. So we waited for wheelspin to 
bring rpm back up. And both the 
clutch and front brake levers are too 
far from bar, which also makes things 
more difficult. 

Shifting, though, was nothing less 
than flawless. We never experienced 
any problems with missed shifts or 
jumping out of gear. The shift lever 
has a longer throw than the Japanese 
bikes, but it didn't give use any prob- 
lems; the lever is easy to find and has 
a good, positive feel. The ratios are 
very close, so situations where the 
rider isn't quite sure whether or not 
to shift up another gear becomes a 
little easier — each gear picks up 
exactly where the other leaves off. 
First gear is low enough to be useful 
in semi-tight turns, which especially 
helps because the rider can't count on 
the clutch to bail him out of the 
tough stuff. 

Although the M-Star came jetted 


. spot on, gas poured out of the over- 


flow vent tubes both during riding 
and at idle. That delayed throttle 
response whileriding and could cause 
a DNF in race situations. A faulty 
float valve was the cause of the trouble. 

The new disc front brake just 
doesn't have enough power, and no 
matter how hard the lever is pulled 
in, the front wheel will never come to 
a complete stop; according to M-Star 
spokesman, that's because the Mag- 
ura master cylinder isn't up to snuff. 
M-Star even offers updated brake pads. 
To «op; things, off; the „front. brake 
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Once on the track, the frustration 
of kickstarting vanishes and is re- 
placed by more pleasurable thoughts. 
Like the motor. Last year’s engine was 
very pipey — this year the 05 
powerband is more manageable. Off 
the bottom, there is a tad more grunt, 
and it revs outa little longer on top. It 
isn’t as strong in the middle but the 
overall impression is still... fast. 
Not quite as fast as the Yamaha 
YZ250, or the Kawasaki KX250, but 
the M-Star holds its own ground 
quite nicely against the rest. 

To get the most out of the engine, 
it is best to keep the bike in the mid- 
dle of the powerband, or near topped 
out. If it gets revved out too far, 
though, the power drops off even 
though the bike will keep revving. 
That makes the rider think he's going 
faster than he really is. This motor 
has the abilities to win races. 

The clutch is almost impossible to 
use, and doesn't work very well. The 
clutch lever is very hard to pull in (it 
takes at least two fingers) and the 
clutch doesn't disengage until the 
lever is almost touching the grips — 
where it hits the rest of the rider's 
fingers holding onto the bars. So the 
rider must use all four fingers to pull 
in thelever and can't hold on as well 
over the bumps. 

After about an hour on the bike, 
the clutch started to drag and feel 
mushy. Luckily, there is just enough 
low end to reduce the need to use the 
clutch while on the track. However 
there were plenty of times when we 
would haye preferred to fan theclutch,

M-Star vs. KTM 





being completely reworked by White 
Bros Performance. The Ohlins shock 
on the M-Star is a step above the stock 
White Power shock onthe KTM and 
didn't fade nearly as much — the 
whole M-Star linkage design works 
better, too. The M-Star feels more 
confident in the rough straights and 
absorbs landings off large jumps 
much more smoothly. The KTM's 
rear end works good stock, and even 
better after we had White Bros Per- 
formance modify the shock, but it 
doesn't quite match the M-Star's per- 
formance. 

Up front, things got much closer 
— this time, though, we gave the nod 
to the KTM. The inverted White 
Power fork has the advantage over 
the M-Star-built fork; but not by 
much. The KTM's fork is more rigid 
and has better feeling over bumps. 
Front ends on both bikes would 
twitch now and then when braking 
over bumps into turns, but the 
KTM's fork does it the least. 

Despite the KTM being six pounds 
lighter than the M-Star, we found the 
M-Star to be easier to ride after a long 
period of time; mainly, because the 
KTM had more power and requireda 
tighter grip on the handlebars — 
more power means more work, plus 
the M-Star vibrated a tad less than the 
KTM. 

Both bikes come stock with Per- 
fectcross Metzeler tires that work well 
on loamy or hard-packed surfaces, 
but the rear tires wear out quickly. 

The quality of craftsmanship is a 
little bit better on the KTM. The fork 
seals leaked on the M-Star, the clutch 
started to give out, the kickstarter 
gave us hassles and the screws hold- 
ing on the side panels liked to back 
out. The only mechanical problem 
we came across on the KTM was the 
transmission missed-shift problem 
and getting air in the front brake’s 
hydraulic hose. Side panels are at- 
tached to the KTM by clips, and 
never fell off the bike; the KTM's kick- 
starter is well designed; we had no 
problems with the KTM's clutch and 
its fork seals didn't leak. 

Both these bikes have vastly im- 
proved over the past two years and 
can seriously compete against moto- 
crossers from Japan. In stock form, 
the M-Star will appeal to a broader 
field of riders; the Novices and 
Intermediates will prefer its more 
managable motor and superior sus- 
pension, while the Pros will take aim 
at the KTM for its powerful engine, 
even though they'll spend many 
hours in the garage dialing-in the 
rear suspension. e 





Even though Maico has 
changed its name to M-Star in 
the U.S., therivalry between the 
West German-built M-Star 
(Maico), and the Austrian-bred KTM 
is still in full force. 

On the track, the bikes have many 
similar characteristics; such as the 
motor. Both have pipey powerbands, 
but the KTM hits harder in the mid- 
dle and pulls stronger and a little bit 
longer than the M-Star. Off the bot- 
tom, the M-Star has the slight advan- 
tage and exits tight turns quicker, but 
if the straightaway following the turn 
is long enough, the KTM will make 
up the lost ground. Since the M-Star 
has more low end, and isn't quite as 
powerful, it is easier to manage and 
becomes less tiring to hold onto dur- 
ing a long race. The KTM's motor is 
more suited for the Pro-level rider. 

Starting the KTM is much simpler; 
lever is on the right side, and is easier to 
use. Both bikes start about the second 
or third kick. 

Shifting, on the other hand, is 
much better on the M-Star; there is 
enough of a difference to cut the 
KTM's advantage in the power 
department in half. While the M-Star 
rider is shifting his way through the 
gears, trying to stay ahead of the 
KTM, the KTM rider is busy miss- 
shifting and losing ground. The 
KTM doesn't like to be shifted with 
the power on, or with the clutch, and 
missed shifts became too common on 
the KTM. That's exactly the opposite 
of the M-Star. The M-Star has a posi- 
tive feel, and finding a false neutral 
was rare. 

Both bikes have hard-to-use Mag- 
ura control levers. The front brake 
and clutch levers are too far to reach, 
and both have hard-to-pull clutch 
levers. Neither has great brakes — 
both front discs aren't as strong as 
they should be, but the KTM's rear 
brake assembly is stronger and its 
brake pedal is easier to find than the 
M-Star's. 

Cornering on both bikes is good 
—the M-Star likes the tight stuff bet- 
ter, while the KTM prefers railing 
through the berms, but they can do 
both well. The KTM stands a little 
taller, which makes it a little bit more 
comfortable for a rider over six foot. 
The seat on the KTM is a little 
harder than the M-Star's, making 
maneuverability slightly better. 

The suspension department is the 
biggest difference between the two. 
In therear, the M-Star shines over the 
KTM; it has a plusher feeling when 
stock than the KTM does even after

out a few times; generally, though, 
they stayed glued to the ground. 

Even though the M-Star lost 14 
pounds this year, at 218 pounds the 
M-Staris still one of the heaviest 250s 
on the market and it feels heavier, 
too. It is by no means a blimp, but the 
weight could affect some riders by the 
end of a long race. 

For a hefty $2980 price tag, you get 
a 250cc M-Star with leaky fork seals, a 
mediocre front brake, an annoying 
kickstarter and an all-round poor 
clutch, but in return you get one of 
the best-handling bikes on the track, 
a powerful motor and the distinction 
of owning a European motorcycle. If 
you can put up with some of the 
inconveniences, the M-Star can be 
just that . . . a star. ۰

little awkward when sitting still, but 
once on the track the handlebar/seat/- 
footpeg relationship is very com- 
fortable. 

Other than the faulty float needle 
valve and leaky fork seals, we didn’t 
experience many problems with the 
M-Star. But we did have to watch the 
side-panel screws like a hawk — they 
tend to back themselves out of place. 
Then, the sidepanels dangle alongside 
the bike and give dirt and water a 
straight shot into the airbox. The 
chain held up to our abuse and 
required little adjustment, but the 
rear tire wore out very quickly on 
hard-packed ground — the front tire, 
though, still looks brand new. On the 
track, the tires performed well on dry 
surfaces, but the front end washed

a bright helmet, and big plastic moto- 
cross boots. At first glance it seems 
exotic enough. In reality, though, 
these bikes serve their owners very 
much as cruisers do in America. 

It’s true that there are more fully- 
faired sportbikes than we see here, 
but most of the fairings are after- 
market. The notable exception at the 
moment is the 500 Interceptor, which 
is sold in Europe with a slick full 
fairing. Be prepared to take out a 
second mortgage on your house if you. 
fall down on it and need a new one. 

So what about all those sixty-four- 
dollar hyperbikes? They have the same 
appeal for most French riders as they 
do for Americans. They’re something 
to dream about. “Beautiful, no? If I 
had the money..." France only got 200 
VF1000Rs. At current exchange rates, 
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one recoils in horror as a quartet of 
GPzs reels in a line of cars on an 
uphill straight at well in excess of the 
legal limit. 

A 10-year-old boy at roadside is 
warning riders of a speed trap, mak- 
ing a palms-down motion with his 
outstretched hand, as if he were drib- 
bling a basketball in slow motion. 
The riders wave their thanks and roll 
off the gas. Even the autophiles, 
many of them, are smiling. This part 
of the scene couldn’t happen in 
America. 

Most of it, however, is quite sim- 
ilar. The myth is that all European 
riders have fully-faired near-racebikes, 
full leathers, and never slow below 
140 kph except to eat or buy gas. The 
general taste does favor sportbikes, 
but it’s not a monopoly, at least not 
here in France. In cities especially 
many riders are more concerned with 
style than performance. Some, buy 
cruisers, but the preference is for

look different. The narrow streets are 
lined with stone buildings and walls, 
often hundreds of years old.

It'sjust before noon in Le Mans, 
France. Three hours still to go 
in the Vingt-quatre Heures de la 
Moto, a 24-hour race on the 
same track that hosts the famous car 
race. An unusual heat wave has 
brought a dry, pounding sun. The 
large parking areas are baking, blow- 
ing dust poorly restrained by occas- 
sional tufts of grass. There are bikes 
and cars and bikes everywhere. Booths 
in the infield are selling T-shirts, 
posters, accessories, and mediocre 
food, or promoting Honda and Kawa- 
saki motorcycles. 

The feeling is that of a major road- 
race in California. Dusty heat, the 
sound of racebikes howling out of a 
hairpin and down the next straight, 
men and women ranging from scruffy 
to clean cut, in jeans, shorts, and 
loose, sleeveless T-shirts. Some watch 
intently, noting numbers and riders. 
Mostare content to soak up the atmos- 
phere, the fraternity of the event. A 
few lie arm-in-arm under the trees, 
eyes closed, oblivious to everything 
except the sense of being there. 

The sweat doesn't bead on my 
forehead in the sun because it is so 
dry, but there is no need to wonder 
about whether it is hot. Dousing my 
hair under a spigot, I find it is dry 
again in moments. I stop to buy a hat. 

There are some indications that it 
is not California. The hot dogs are 
served stuffed into holes poked in 
French bread by phallic aluminum 
skewers. Wine is sold where an Amer- 
ican expects to find beer. Everyone is 
speaking French. But these things are 
superficial. 

On the track, the riders look, well, 
like endurance racers. The good guys 
who made it through the night with- 
out breaking down or crashing are 
still riding well. No lap records, 
they've got to keep the motor and 
their wits together, but good consis- 
tent times. A couple of the stragglers 
are so obviously exhausted that it's 
surprising each time they come 
around that they've managed to ride 
another lap without falling off the 
bike. They do it by going so slowly 
that in the tighter corners a good 
fatman on a moped could ride around 
them on the outside. 

Then comes the finish and the 
swarm of spectators onto the track 
makes it hard for the racers to get 


* back to their pits. The speeches by the 


victors are simple enough: “Thanks 
to all our sponsors; once Honda had 
broken down during the night we 
knew we had a chance. We just tried 
to keep riding as well as we could and 
hoped the bike would be able to take 
the heat. We had a little luck and it 
worked out.” 

The gates to the track are jammed. 
The parking area has become a dust 
storm knotted with cars and people 
and bikes. Eventually we’re out and 
on the road. The highway south from 
Le Mans to Tours resembles a mid- 
western two-lane road, straightaways 
linked by curves, gently-rolling hills, 
small farms, and trees, now along the 
road, now off on.a hill. The towns

in the case of the design-dictated fins 
on the water-cooled cylinders. After 
all, the Intruder still has water-cooling 
and other functional, performance- 
related features — which we'll get 
into more in a moment — under- 
neath the born-in-a-focus-group, 
hard-core-semi-chopper appearance. 

In basic mechanical terms, the In- 
truder is a 45° water-cooled V-Twin 
with four valves per cylinder, single 


` overhead camshafts, a plain-bearing 


crankshaft, wet sump, five-speed 
transmission and shaft final drive. But 
fashion and style has influenced even 
those bare specifications, because the 
cylinder angle — 45° — and the angle 
between the dual crankpins — again 
45° — were specifically chosen to 
produce the desired exhaust note. 

The crankshaft has three flywheels, 
two on the outside and one in the 
middle, the flywheels sandwiching 
the two throws, one for each connect- 
ing rod. Suzuki engineers like to 
compare the Intruder's firing order 
and crank pin offset with other 
cruiser-styled V-twins from Japan, 
notably the Honda VT700 Shadow 
(45? cylinders with dual crank pins 
offset 90?) and the Yamaha Virago 
XV700 (75? cylinders sharing a single 
crank throw). 

In terms of degrees of crankshaft 
rotation, the Suzuki firesone cylinder 
at 0°, the second at 270°, and the first 
again at 450°, and the second cylinder 
again at 720°. : 

The Honda fires at 0°-225°-495°- 
720°. 

The Yamaha fires at 0°-285°-435°- 
720°: 














exercise as itis a machine. The look is 
a familiar:one in general terms, and 
Suzuki, like other manufacturers be- 
fore it, identified popular custom V- 
Twin features through focus-group 
research sessions. 

Suzuki researchers came away from 
the focus groups with a concept target; 
the way they read the research, a suc- 
cessful machine for their market seg- 
ment would need an extremely-low 
seat height, the right cruiser look, a 
specific exhaust sound and very tor- 
quey power characteristics. 

The engineering project team was 
flown into the United States, and 
when the work was done the com- 
pany had a made-in-the-U.S.A. wood- 
and-clay mockup of the motorcycle 
they wanted. ۲ 

It could appear that form took 
precedence over function.

welded in place. The front forks are 
held in the chromed triple clamps by 
recessed, hidden pinch bolts. The 
front axle cotter pin is hidden by a 
cover. There’s one instrument, a 
speedometer; smoked glass hides indi- 
cator lights unless they're lit; the 
headlight lacks side-mount ears; the 
turnsignals are as small as legally 
possible; the handlebar lever-and-

rear cylinder, underneath the seat. 
The carburetor idle adjustment screws 
are linked by a cable; turning one 
knob adjusts both carbs simultan- 
eously. 


Dual exhausts — one coming out 
of the front of each cylinder head — 
are linked just ahead of the mufflers, 
behind the engine. Ignition is the 
usual transistorized electronic. 


The oil filter spins on. 

Water-cooling avoids problems 
with air-cooling 45? V-twins but adds 
the dilemma of what to do with the 
radiator. The Suzuki's radiator is 
made as inobstrusive as possible — in 
black, mounted on the frame down- 
tubes. 


The radiator hoses are close to 
invisible — the top hose leads from 
the front of the forward cylinder head 
to the top rear of the radiator, and the 
bottom hose feeds into the left frame 
downtube; the downtube carries the 
coolant to the water pump, located 
on the left side of the engine under- 
neath the driveshaft junction. A 
chrome tube leads straight back from 
the bottom of the rear cylinder, then 
curves around to the water pump; 
hoses connecting the cylinder water 
jackets are hidden between the cylin- 
ders, in the vee. 

That type of effort to simplify the 
lines of the Intruder and to develop 
the cruiser styling is typical. The 
steering head area of the 33?-rake, 
60.8-inch-wheelbase frame is stream- 















Which makes the Suzuki sound 
distinctly different, and, at least in 
the view of the Suzuki engineers, bet- 
ter. 


(Do not think for a moment that 
the Suzuki's firing points are copies 
of the prototypical V-twin, by 
Harley-Davidson. Harleys have 459 
cylinders sharing a common crank 
pin, and fire at 0°-315°-405°-720°. 
The way the men from Suzuki see it, 
the Intruder doesn't copy the Har- 
ley's sound, but improves upon it.) 


Bore and stroke of the 699cc 
VS700GL are 80 x 69.6mm; the 747cc 
non-U.S.A. VS750GL's bore and 
stroke are 80 x 74.4mm. The 700 
makes 58 bhp at 6500 rpm, the 750 62 
bhp at 6500 rpm. Torque figures are 
47.7 lb.-ft. for the 700 and 51.3 Ib.-ft. 
for the 750, both at 5500 rpm. 


Each cylinder's intake valves mea- 
sure 30mm; exhaust valves are 26mm. 
Intake and exhaust lift are both 
8.5mm, and valve timing is 27-55? 
intake and 65-23? exhaust. The single 
overhead camshafts are driven by link- 
plate chains off each end of the crank- 
shaft, with automatic tensioners. The 
cams operate the valves via forked, 
screw-tappet rocker arms. 


There’s one 34mm Mikuni CV car- 
buretor for each cylinder; the forward 
cylinder’s carb is a downdraft design 

‘positioned above the cylinder heads, 
underneath the gas tank. The rear 
cylinder’s sidedraft carb is behind the 

































































Ryuyo test track near Hammamatsu, 
Japan. The seat seems even lower 
than its 27-inch height because the 
Suzuki is so narrow — people with 
short legs won’t have any problem 
touching the ground on the Intruder. 
And it’s easy to believe Suzuki's claim 
that head-to-head testing of proto- 
type Intruders against Honda Shadow 
750s showed the Intruder to be super- 
ior in performance. The Intruder 
makes good power and has an out- 
standing powerband, and will: chug 
along at 15 mph in top gear, then 
accelerate from there. The highest 
speed I saw indicated on the bikes 
— whichall had speedometers in kilo- 
meters per hour — was 160 kph, about 
100 mph. 

The seating position on the flat- 
bar model is really exceptional for a 
cruiser-styled bike — the rider is com- 
fortable at all speeds. Which is a good 
thing, because it’s early impossible to 
tuck in, thanks to the combination of 
seat height, bar height and distance 
between seat and bars. It's a little eas- 
ier to almost tuck in on the pullback- 
bars model, but riding at high speeds 
is much less comfortable. 

From there, the Intruder has rea- 
sonable cornering clearance; when 
things drag, hard parts touch down 
soon after the pegs. On the right the 
footpegs and wide, flat peg bracket 
drag. On the left, the peg and bracket 
and sidestand base all drag. The front 
brake is good, both in power and feel. 

Because the Intruder has soft sus- 
pension biased toward low-and- 
moderate-speed riding, it wallows a 
bit in fast, bumpy turns, the han- 
dlebars oscillating back and forth a 
little as the peg skims the pavement 
and hits against the bigger bumps. 

Flying through bumpy sweepers at 
top speed without a twitch wasn't 
one of the Intruder's design goals; 
there are plenty of sport bikes with 
suspension that's too rigid and rides 
that are too harsh at more normal 
speeds. The Intruder is meant for 
cruising, for profiling, for doing what 
Shadows and Viragos do. And in- 
stead of knocking out a copy of 
what's already available, Suzuki en- 
gineers made the Intruder different 
enough to stand out. e

There are no logos or names cast in 
the engine covers. 

Suzuki engineers wanted a very 
narrow frame at the seat; so they put 
the swingarm legs outside the frame 
pivot. The goal was a very low seat 
(the Intruder’s is 27 inches from the 
ground); so the battery is mounted on 
the frame, below the swingarm pivot, 
just ahead of the rear tire. 

The wheels are traditional spoked 
(2.15 x 19 front, 3.00 x 15 rear), with 
60 spokes each to emphasize that fact. 

Handlebars are 1-inch in diameter, 
rubber mounted in the upper triple 
clamp, and come in two styles — pull- 
back or flat. The ignition key 1s on 
the frame, just ahead of the left side 
panel, facing forward. 

And the Intruder carries a full dose 
of chrome. 

Chrome cam covers. Chrome engine 
sidecovers. Chrome pipes. Chrome 
footpeg mounts and end caps. Chrome 
control levers. Chrome water pump 
cover. Chrome gas tank petcock and 
cap. Chrome regulator. 

Chrome headlight, mirrors, turn 
signals, horn, starter cover, rear brake 
rods and rear brake rod pivot cover, 
rear brake arm, taillight housing, 
license plate bracket and light hous- 
ing, right-side swingarm pivot plug 
(there isn't one on the left side), 
assorted bolts and covers and brackets. 

The shocks and springs are 
chromed, and the shock springs have 
a narrower-then-usual pitch so there 
are more windings — and more 
chromed surface. 

If that's not enough chrome for an 
Intruder owner, the front fender, radi- 
ator cover, side panels and rear fender 
are all made of painted metal — just 
so they can be chromed. 

Despite the use of chromable metal 
instead of more typical. plastic — 
Suzuki engineers made a conscious 
effort to avoid plastic — the Intruder 
is relatively light: claimed dry weight 
is 406 pounds for the low-bar model 
and 410 pounds for the pullback-bars 
model, compared to the Virago's 
claimed 465 pounds and the Shadow's 
claimed 465.3 pounds. 

Several things stood out about 750cc 
versions of the Intruder during a brief 
test ride on the Suzuki Motor Co. Ltd.

Venezuelan teenager Johnny Cecotto, 
sensation of Daytona and the French 
GP, continued his winning ways 
with the overall victory at the “Day- 
tona of Europe," the Imola 200. 
Cecotto won both 100-mile legs for 
theoverall, while Patrick Pons (Yam) 
placed second and American Steve 
Baker clinched third.

By February the machine was on 
the road and I began many miles of 
riding to police forces around Eng- 
land.

vice organization to be based in three 
areas of the country supervised by 
factory technicians. The first con- 
signment was to be 185 machines by 
air and of these the General had to 
have 100 on the road in time to escort 
V.LP.s attending the annual Haj 
pilgrimmage to the Holy City of 
Mecca.

A few days after my return to Eng- 
land I had a summons to attend a 
meeting at the Norton plant in Wol- 
verhampton where the engines and 
gearboxes were produced, then'trans- 
ported 125 miles to Andover in the

The Norton made an im- 
pressive entrance as I joined Goujon 
and his Honda riders. ۰.۸ fleet of 
Cadillacs arrived, and as the Saudi 
national anthem was played, his Roy- 
al Highness Prince Aziz, the Minis- 
ter of Defense, stood in the royal 
enclosure to be greeted by 100,000 
people. The Escort Squadron lined 
up in formation ready to open the 
Tattoo with a ride around the arena 
and Goujon asked me to lead them. 
As weapproached the. royal enclosure 
I stood at the attention on the foot- 
rests and gave an eyes right salute. I 
had in fact met the Prince in 1969 
when I first visited Riyadh but that 
time I bowed, and there were not 
100,000 people to applaud. 

On Monday morning I arrived at 
Defense headquarters on the Norton 
and with my film which Goujon had 
arranged to be shown in the head- 
quarters cinema. He was delighted to 
see shots of the Guarde Republicaine 
riders he had trained, and all on Nor- 
tons which impressed the General 
and his staff. The big contract was in 
the bag and the next several days were 


` spent finalizing specification details, 


delivery arrangements, and the ser- 








customs officials who were intensely 
interested in my can of film. My 
Arabic phrase book did not help me 
to convince them that it was not a 
blue movie but ultimately they seemed 
satisfied that the label of the British 
Government Information Ministry 
was good enough to give it an inno- 
cent classification. My visa, which 
had cost plenty in London, was 
stamped, and I went looking for the 
Norton in the freight building, where 
I was joined by Sabah Bijjani, who 
was looking for me. He was theagent 
for mv city of London friends and 
their liaison connection with the 
Saudi Defense Force. We found the 
machine, but it was late on a Friday 
night and all the freight clerks had 
departed. There was no way of mov- 
ing it out until the next morning. 

Sabah had fixed an appointment 
with General Aloufi at Defense Head- 
quarters for 12:00 noon and as I had 
some work to do in preparing the 
Norton for the road, we were back at 
the airport three hours before that 
time. Two of those hours passed in 
the kind of negotiations at which the 
Arabs excel and it was 11:30 before I 
wheeled the machine away. The fuel 
tank had been emptied at Heathrow 
and Sabah had brought no petrol. He 
rushed away to a filling station and 
came back with what was left of four 
liters in a leaking tin. Twenty min- 
utes to go before I was due to meet the 
General, and as I was about to start 
the motor an Arab rushed up waving 
papers and shouting that I could not 
take the machine because the radio 
had not been declared on them. In 
five minutes flat I detached the set 
and told him to keep it. Sabah jumped 
into his car, I started the Norton and 
found that I could not free the clutch 
and engage gear. Less than 15 min- 
utes to get to defense headquarters. 

I put the machine in second gear, 
pressed the starter button, and with a 
helping push from Sabah I rode 
away. Precisely at noon I stopped at 
the headquarters entrance and put 
the Norton on the stand. The officers 
at the door saluted as the General 


appeared, and in his impeccable Brit-' 


ish Military Academy English he 
apologized to me for being two min- 
utes late. 

Amongst the group of officers who 
inspected the machine was one to 
whom the General talked about it in 
French and who wore no badges of 
rank on his tropical type uniform. I 
felt that I had met him before some- 
where and my impression was right. 
He was Major Jean Goujon of the 
Paris Guarde Republicaine and he 
had captained the officer team from 
that elite para-military force in the 
Circuit des Pyrenees of 1970, the year 
of my first ride in theevent. They had 
ridden Norton Commandos and took 
the first three places in four consecu- 
tive years. The Guarde provides the 
squadron which escorts the French 
President and top rank visitors to 
Paris, and Jean Goujon had trained 
the riders. He was loaned to the Saudi 
Defense Force to form a Royal Escort 
Squadron and to establish a program 
of training for military motorcyclists. 
The General invited me to take the 
Norton to the Military Tattoo which 
was to take place the following day in 
thestadium outside Riyadh and where 
the Goujon Escort Squadron was to 
give its debut display. Sabah Bijjani 
was not slow to invite the Major to 
join us at his villa in the evening and 
there was mention of a bottle being 
produced to celebrate the reunion of 
two. Pyrenees riders. Meanwhile I 
spent the afternoon working on the 
Norton clutch and in temperatures so 
high that the tools were almost too 
hot to handle. I thought of the freezing 
nights and fingers when I had built 
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able to use the facilities of the assem- 
bly line after giving an ultimatum 
that I would resign unless this was 
done. The momentum of police orders 
extended to overseas markets and the 
Interpol became an important factor 
in Norton business, leading ultimately 
to its largest, and its last order. Which 
was the reason why I was in the di- 
ving Tri-Star. 

The prospects of the nine-year-old 
Norton Villiers company were not 
looking bright at the beginning of 
1975 but police business had reached 
a level which kept the Andover assem- 
bly line busy. From. Nigeria and 
Kuwait I had brought back substan- 
tial orders for the Interpol and to 
these were added contracts from 
Greece and Yugoslavia where I had 
taken machines for demonstration 
testing. There had been good public- 
ity in the U.K. press, and the Govern- 
ment Department of Information had 
made a film about the Interpol for 
distribution to other countries, based 
on my ride in the 1974 International 
Circuit des Pyrenees. A fully-equipped 
police machine was quite unsuitable 
for the 325-mile course in the moun- 
tains but it achieved fine publicity 
and the race sequences in the film 
were well handled by the TV crew 
flown out from London. “A Manand 
his Motorcycle" was the title given to 
the film, the first copy was presented 
to me, and was ready just in time for 
me to take it to Saudi Arabia in the 
early part of 1975. ° 

A few weeks earlier I had received a 
telephone call from a company in the 
city of London inviting me to visit 
them and discuss an enquiry from 
their representative in Jeddah about 
motorcycles for the Saudi Defense 
Force. Theorder potential was around 
1,000 machines, plus a back-up ser- 
vice requiring technical personnel 
and parts supplies, to be followed by 
annual fleet replacements. That size 
of order I knew was badly needed by 
Norton. I agreed to take an Interpol 
out to Riyadh, the Saudi capital, and 
demonstrate it to the Defense Force. 
Within a couple of days I had pre- 
pared the machine, tested it for sev- 
eral hundred miles, and fitted radio 
equipment. A booking was made for 
the Interpol and myself on a Saudi 
Airline flight to Riyadh. 

With the idea of taking the govern- 
ment film with me, I phoned the 
departmental chief asking if I could 
havea rush copy and would he like to 
earn some credit marks for himself by 
telexing the Military Attache at the 
British Embassy to Riyadh to tell him 
of my visit? The telex was sent but 
protocol demanded that this was done 
by the Foreign Office in Whitehall 
and somebody got mixed up. How- 
ever, the Embassy was alerted to the 
arrival of “A Man and his Motorcy- 
cle" from the Government Films De- 
partment. With two days to go before 
the flight, no film had arrived and 
after urgent telephone calls I learned 
that it was being processed by Lon- 
don TV laboratories, and it could not 
be ready until 10:00 a.m. on the day of 
my departure. Since the Saudi plane 
left Heathrow at 11:30, the problem 
called for emergency action. Not for 
the first or the last time my friends at 
Scotland Yard gave valuable help 
and the film was brought to me at 
Heathrow by a senior officer of a 
motorcycle patrol group escorted by 
two of his men who had come along 
to see me off. All three had ridden 
with me in five of the Pyrenees Cir- 
cuit events. The flight to Riyadh was 
uneventful, but being a Saudi plane 
there was no bar and I had to forego 
my normal pleasure of reaching for a 
large whisky when the seatbelt signs 
are switched off. 

The aircraft landed at Riyadh in 
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I was soon involved with a group of

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then flew back to Arabia with a visa — 
which was only valid for the one entry 
I had already made. There had been 
no time to go to London and get 
another but I decided to take a risk 
and convince the Jeddah immigra- 
tion authorities that I was on impor- 
tant business for their Defense Force. 
I arrived at the airport which was 
crowded with pilgrims making their 
way to Mecca and the passport con- 
trol official called his superior. My 
explanations were ignored and I was 
marched away under arrest to spend 
the night in the most unpleasant 
conditions. Protests were in vain and 
were not even answered in English. 
The following morning I demanded 
to see a senior officer and ultimately 
one came. Finally I convinced him 
that I knew General Aloufi and I was 
given permission to leave the airport, 
but only for three days. I suppose that 
I could have asked the General to 
intervene, but I was tired of the whole 
affair and had no desire to confront 
him with the news that he would not 
have 100 machines ready for the pil- 
grimage. 

We worked hard, using oil lamps 
after dark, and finished 25 Interpols 
by the time I had report back to the 
airport for the midnight plane and I 
left my BSA friend with the promise 
that I would send out another me- 
chanic to help him. I was escorted to 
the Tri-Star but later went back to the 
terminal with all other passengers to 
wait several hours until engine trou- 
ble was pronounced cured. A rather 
premature report I thought as we 
dived down to the Mediterranean 
later. Back in England I first reported 
to my financier friends who had a 
message telling me to phone my Nor- 
ton Villiers boss in his London office. 
He wanted to know about payment 
from Saudi Arabia and I told him 
unpolitely that this was much more 
reliable than the machines we had 
supplied. There was no need to be 
polite as I had already decided that I 
would leave what was left of Norton 
Villiers and accept an invitation to 
join BMW, which I did a month later. 

I have often wondered whether the 
ex-Minister for the Labor Govern- 
ment ever noticed that BMWs were 
being ridden by the police after many 
years of Triumphs and Nortons. In 
less than four years I supplied them 
all with BMW fleets and rode the 
2,000th machine from Munich to Lon- 
don to celebrate its delivery, but that 
is another story. . 
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of Norton Villiers had spread to the 
BSA factory, a writ was issued by a 
supplier for the company to be taken 
over by what is known in Britain as 
the Official Receiver and he and his 
lawyer colleagues moved in promptly. 
Unlike a liquidator, an Official Re- 
ceiver has the authority to keep a bus- 
iness going if he considers it can be 
restored to profitability, and I got 
myself invited to the inquest at the 
BSA factory. 

Once again I put forward my plea 
and emphasized the critical urgency 
of the Saudi contract. The go-ahead 
was given the following day to com- 
plete the 165 machines, but I did not 
learn until later that most of the men 
working on them had been given 
redundancy notice effective in Decem- 
ber. This accounted for the quality 
standards which were to cause me 
much trouble later in Jeddah. I had a 
jumbo freighter chartered to take the 
machines to Jeddah on a direct flight 
from London, paid for by the Saudis 
who had emphasized that it must be 
direct and with no transhipment any- 
where. No problem I thought until I 
was waiting at Jeddah airport for the 
delayed flight and discovered the rea- 
son. The airport unloading facilities 
could not handle a jumbo freighter 
and the consignment had been trans- 
ferred to a couple of 707s at Beirut 
which arrived a day late. 

To assemble the machines I had 
been allocated a deserted military 
camp five miles from Jeddah in the 
desert. No electric power, no lights, 
no workshop and no water, six Saudi 
Arabs whose only use was to break 
open the packing cases and sell the 
wood to desert nomads. With me was 
a competent man from the BSA fac- 
tory who had once done good work 
on development of the 30 cu. in. Gold 
Star single cylinder model and to- 
gether we started the task of getting 
100 machines ready for their pil- 
grimage escort duties. That was when 
I realized that when the Norton factory 
closed I should have written to Gen- 
eral Aloufi regretting that the con- 
tract could not be fulfilled. The Tri- 
dents had not been factory tested, 
components were missing and to 
complete one machine we had to rob 
two others. Pannier equipment did 
not fit and after two days it was clear 
that I would have to fly back to Eng- 
land and get many components air- 
freighted quickly to Jeddah. I spent 
three crowded days at the BSA factory 
and with suppliers of equipment,

with him at the factory. They were 
interested in my reasons and the 
meeting was arranged. I rode to Wol- 
verhampton on a machine which got 
close to killing me on the return 
journey when the rotor seized on the 
alternator and locked the rear wheel 
at 80 mph, and the tire burst as I 
grabbed the clutch. At the factory I 
walked through a group of disconso- 
late union officials and one went 
with me to the meeting. To the li- 
quidator I produced a detailed list of 
all Interpol orders, their values and 
an additional list of contracts under 
negotiation: Heand the lawyers were 
impressed but reminded me that it 
was their responsibility only to wind 
up the company, sell all the machin- 
ery, equipment and the stock of in- 
complete bikes so as to pay money to 
the creditors. I pointed out that there 
would be much more money from 
complete machines, and to pay the 
costs of producing them I was sure 
that I could arrange advance pay- 
ment from the London financiers 
who were handling the Saudi contract, 
also from U.K. police authorities 
who had hundreds of Interpols on 
order. With a reduced work force the 
factory could survive profitably and 
its suppliers would have better pros- 
pects of being paid. I knew most of 
them and said I was sure they would 
go along with the proposal. The 
lawyers agreed to study the situation 
and phone me their decision the next 
day. I was working on the Norton 
engine problem at Andover when the 
call came through. It was a sympa- 
thetic negative and the Interpol was 
dead. 

There was one last hope of satisfy- 
ing the Saudi contract and I went to 
London to talk with my financier 
friends. At the old BSA factory in 
Birmingham, taken over by Norton 
Villiers in 1973, the 45 cu. in. Tri- 
umph three-cylinder Trident had 
commenced production in March 1974 
and I proposed that we should offer 
this machine to the Saudis in place of 
the Interpol. It was more expensive 
and I suggested as the explanation 
for the change that we considered the 
three cylinder engine to be more suit- 
able for Middle East conditions. Sabah 
Bijjani was at the meeting and he 
flew back to Riyadh to negotiate the 
new deal, which was accepted. Five 
weeks remained before 165 Tridents 
had to be flown out and I rushed 
around organizing supplies of radio 
carriers, panniers, sirens, blue flasher 
lamps and other components. Work 
started on the machines and suddenly 
was stopped. The financial problems 
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south where complete machines were 
assembled — not the most efficient 
way of building motorcycles. Presid- 
ing over the meeting was the director 
of production and he began by asking 
for details of all firm orders. There 
were not very many except for police 
machines and to those I was pleased 
to add the substantial Saudi figure. 
My pleasure lasted only a few seconds 
and I was asked if I was not aware 
that the factory would be closed at the 
end of the month. The decision had 
been made whilst I was away in France 
and it was so confidential that I had 
heard nothing at Andover. The com- 
pany was in serious financial trou- 
ble, supplies of material and compo- 
nents had been stopped, and no more 
machines would be built after existing 
components had been used up. The 
factory workers were not told of the 
decision and went away on their 
annual holiday not knowing that the 
factory gates would be closed when 
they returned. I returned to Andover 
bewildered and utterly depressed, as I 
had been when I resigned from Tri- 
umph after 22 years, except that this 
time there were 1,500 orders in my 
desk — especially the Saudi contract 
which I had given a personal promise 
to General Aloufi. 

At the end of July the company 
failure was officially announced and 
a liquidator appointed to wind up 
the affairs. It had not been a very long 
time since Norton Villiers took over 
the bankrupt Triumph/BSA outfit, 
and questions were now raised in 
Parliament about the survival of the 
motorcycle industry. To the politician 
who questioned the Minister for In- 
dustry I had sent a long telegram 
appealing for government help, but 
without success as too much money 
had already been given in an attempt 
to make the Triumph/BSA takeover 
viable. The Minister was asked if he 
realized that British police could soon 
be riding foreign motorcycles and he 
gave the short answer “So be it." In 
fact the next government did give a 
lot of money to the Triumph Co- 
Operative project at Meriden, but it 
was wasted. 

My telegram having failed, I decided 
to make one more effort to get the 
Norton factory making Interpol mo- 
dels, though I had no authority to do 
anything. From Andover I telephoned 
the lawyers in Wolverhampton who 
were acting for the liquidator and I 
asked if they could set up a meeting 
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. A track record.

make up the difference. We then 
spent the rest of the season battling it 
out and finished with just 10 points 
between us. I was able to pull it off 
because of the fact that towards the 
end of a season I tend to get stronger, 
and the other riders tended to get 
weaker. I noticed that the European 
riders put out 100% only for the 12 
races in the GP season — they put out 
only what they need to win. 

CN: When it looked as if you had a 
chance at the Championship towards 
the end of the season, what were your 
feelings? 

LaPorte: I couldn't believe it. When I 
was 13 or 14 years old, I read about 
the guys who won the World Cham- 
pionship, and I thought, “If I could 
win the World Championship, that 
would be incredible!" When I was in 
America, I had a lot of spare time on 
my hands to think about lots of other 
things instead of racing, but when I 
got to Europe, I trained, thought, ate 
racing all the time. Thinking like 
that makes you more hungry, more 
crazy. So, when I was in Europe, I 
was more of a racer than I had ever 
been before. 

CN: When you and Jobe were duel- 
ing for the 250cc World Champion- 
Ship, the British motorcycle papers 
were calling both of you the “classi- 
est act" of the GPs. Any comment? 
LaPorte: I think the reason why I 
became popular in Europe was be- 
cause I took the time to talk to all the 
people in the press. I always tried to 
be as truthful as possible. What peo- 
ple here don't realize is that moto- 
cross in Europe is much bigger than 
it is in America. When I see the egos 
of some of the American riders, they 
don't realize that motocross is so 
small it's not worth having an ego 
about, because nobody knows who 
they are. 

But in Europe, some of the riders 
are recognized as top athletes. For 
example, I'd see Jobe on TV once a 
week doing interviews — national 
television! Prime time! The racers 
over there are on the covers of maga- 
zines that can be compared to Sports 
Illustrated. In Italy, Michele Rinaldi 
is a national hero. That's why the 
Europeans just can't understand 
American riders, because they come 
from a country where motocross is 
treated like a minor sport. 

CN: Isnt that the real tragedy of the 
sport in this country, that even though 
we currently have the best riders in 
the world, motocross receives less 
than 10% of the recognition it deserves? 
LaPorte: I don't want anybody to get 
me wrong, because I love America, 
but there's a lot of things about it that 
it isn't. It’s supposed to be a free 
country, .but.it's very closed-minded 





You have to be in one place more 
often, you have to ride three or four 
times a week, do testing, and main- 
tain your physical conditioning. You 
can't keep flying back and forth from 
Europe every two weeks to win a 
World Championship. 

CN: When you saw all of those tal- 
ented European riders, did you have 
second thoughts about going for the 
World Championship? 

LaPorte: Yes. In 1983, for example, 
the season was really rainy, which 
worried me because if I dropped one 
heat (moto), that would be enough to 
lose the World Championship. Al- 
most every weekend it was raining, 
and when you have riders like Jobe, 
who can ride as fast in a foot of mud 
as he can on a dry track, you worry. 
So, what happened was that I lost 
two heats in France to Jobe at the 
beginning of the 1983 GP season, and 
that was the point spread by which I 
lost the championship. I DNF both 
heats — mud was in the carburetor, 
vent tubes, and I took some bad lines 
— that's all it takes. Even then I can 
honestly say that I wasn't as competi- 
tive as the top two or three guys that 
day, because they were very good in 
the mud, but at least I could have 
scored 75 to 80% of the points I 
needed. 

CN: Was '82 as difficult for you as '83 
was? It took Brad Lackey 10 years to 
become World Champion, but you 
did it in one, so did you work harder 
tó get what you wanted? 

LaPorte: To be World Champion in 
the 500cc class is definitely more dif- 
ficult, but the effort required in the 
two classes is relative. In the 250s, 
there are riders who are just as fast as 
riders in the 500cc class, but they 
don't have the big names. For me, the 
two most difficult riders I had to deal 
with was Jobe and Kees van der Ven, 
which reminds me of this: In Europe, 
not all the riders are fast on all the 
tracks. In Italy, there are two or three 
really fast Italian riders, and in France 
there's a couple of really fast guys 
there. All of those local riders know 
those tracks, the conditions, and what 
lines to take . . . but they may not be 
good anywhere else. So, the most 
consistently fast riders were Jobe and 
van der Ven...especially in the 
sand. I know that I can beat anybody 
in America in the sand, but I found it 
amazing that at a sand track like 
Hawkstone Park in England, I had to 
go wide open for 45 minutes. But 
Jobe could be going that much faster. 
CN: How did you do that season? 
LaPorte: In the first three races I was 
behind; I had a flat in Switzerland, 
and I broke down in one heat in Bel- 
gium. But then Jobe crashed and was 
out for two heats, which helped.me

of motocross as well as being one of its best spokesmen. In this second, and final, 
installment of LaPorte's interview Cycle News, he talks about the difference 
between American and European riders, how Europe treats motocross, and 
suggests how he would improve motocross in this country . . . Editor. 


talent per country in Europe — 
numbers of quality riders available at 
any one time — that America has. 
LaPorte: Right; they don't have 
enough good riders to fill up one 
team. They have a lot of good riders 
from one country, but there aren't 
enough of them from every country. 
If you combined all of these riders 
against the Americans, then the rac- 
ing would be different. 

I learned in Belgium they have 
incredible sand tracks; the sand and 
mud is so deep that you can get stuck 
in the ruts. And there are so many 
good sand riders in Belgium and 
Holland that it's incredible; it's hard 
to keep up with some of them, and I 
was considered one of the best sand 
riders in America. We don't really 
have that kind of experience here, 
but, in the extremes, they still have 
very good riders in Europe. 

CN: How long did it take you to men- 
tally and physically adapt to racing 
conditions in Europe? 

LaPorte: I still haven't really adapted 
to it like I wanted to. I wanted to win 
more races, but there were certain 
sand tracks in Belgium where I didn't 
place in the top five. It really makes 
me mad: I wanted to do better, but 
they have 15 guys out there who go 
through mud and sand as fast as the 
dry, hard tracks. 

CN: Is it expensive living there? 
LaPorte: No, it's cheap. The cost of 
living for Americans in Europe is 
cheap because of the dollar exchange 
rate, even back in 1981. 

Living and racing in Europe is dif- 
ficult for a professional motocross 
rider. Road racers have motorhomes, 
they travel around, and then they 
come home. Road racers don't ride 40 
races a year; they ride, take two or 
three weeks off, then race again. 
Motocross. is a: different situation: 





CN: How did your initial GP en- 
counters compare to the first impres- 
sions you experienced at the Motocross 
and Trophee des Nations the year 
before? ۱ 
LaPorte: When I went to the Moto- 
cross and Trophee des Nations, I was 
not optimistic about-riding against 
the European riders. I was really wor- 
ried a lot, because I wasn’t thinking 
that I was going to go over there and 
blow those guys away. I was confi- 
dent of myself and I was strongly 
conditioned and I was riding really 
good. 

But what I learned at the Motor- 
cross and Trophee des Nations is that 
they're easier to ride than the first five 
or six Grands Prix of the season. I'll 
tell you why: To European riders, the 
Motocross and Trophee des Nations 
are just another race; they don't even 
really care about them. So the Euro- 
peans aren't that organized, but now 
they're starting to get more serious 
about it, finally. Still, they're not that 
serious, because the most important 
thing to them are the World Cham- 
pionships. 

CN: Does this mean that for the last 
four years the American teams who 
have entered those two events have 
been riding under a dillusion? 
LaPorte: No, because not all of the 
Europeans are like that; there are 
always five or six riders who are 
always serious about it, who really 
want to win. But, in Europe, you 
don't have the amount of riders that 
are in America. Belgium alone has all 
the best riders — four or five — but 
for the Motocross and Trophee des 
Nations, half of them are out hurt, so 
they don't have a full team. The 
Swedish team is Hakan Carlqvist! 
CN: So what you're saying is that 
there isn't.a real.depth of motocross

drain on the family bank account, 
then he’s not going to race for long. 

The chance of somebody becom- 
ing a factory-sponsored rider today is 
less than it-was two years ago. How 
many riders have broken into the fac- 
tory ranks in the last five years? Two 
or three? Lechien, Johnson, and Keith 


‘Bowen. That's not many; it’s tight at 


the top. Still, riders are hoping that 
after two or three years they'll become 
factory riders, but time passes, they've 
gotten poorer, and they're still not 
factory riders! It's very important, 
emotionally, to riders, to believe in 
this, because they love the sport. But 
they're led on to believe in magazines 
like Motocross Action that they're 
going to be a big-time factory rider 
someday, with all the big bucks 

. I's a myth. 

CN: But what about the promoters, 
like Mike Goodwin, who say they 
can't make much, if any, money put- 
ting on races? 

LaPorte: The truth of the matter is 
that he's not lying when he says that 
he's putting all this money into a 
race. The more money you put into a 
race, the bigger the risks are, the more 
returns you make — and promoters 
do take risks. 

But what I'm saying is that the rid- 
ers who show up at the races be more 
professional and think of themselves 
as professionals. What I'd like to see 
are regional qualifiers, with two rid- 
ers coming out of each region; they 
travel the country and all of their 
expenses are taken care of for the sea- 
son. The sport needs a system like 
this, because it would benefit every- 
body involved. 

CN: Now that you have returned to 
America, what are your plans? 

LaPorte: I can race competitively for 
two more years; after that, I don't 
know. I would never race after turn- 
ing 30 — 29 is maximum, and 28 is 
pushing it. My main reason for re- 
turning to America is to ride the 500cc 
Nationals, and I know I have a good 
chance to win the. Championship. 
Last year I had a chance to test the 
new Husqvarna 500CRs in Europe, 
and I thought they were really com- 
petitive, which is why I have a con- 
tract with Husky here in America. It's 
a full contract, with support from 
both the American importer and the 
factory back in Sweden. Financially, 
it's a good deal, and I also have some 
of my European sponsors to help me 
out. I'll be riding both supercross 
races and the Nationals, but my job is 
to concentrate just on getting the 
500cc National Championship. And 
I wouldn' Luc dome IE FOR M t think 
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and after that, nobody hardly makes 
anything; some riders are just strug- 
gling along. So, out of the 
hundreds of professional riders in 
America, there are only five or so who 
are making a good living. But how 
many professional licenses are sold 
in this country? And what's a profes- 
sion? — It's where you make money! 

In stadium races here, they have a 
purse of $30,000 or so, and the winner 
makes $2000 or $3000, which is ridic- 
ulous. In Europe they're already pay- 
ing $5000 or $6000 to the winner, not 
including start money, which is gua- 
ranteed. Over here, they take the 
purse and divide most of it among the 
top 10 finishers, guys who already 
make money from their factory con- 
tracts, so they really don't need it. 
But, the guys who place 15th, 16th or 
17th, they don't get any money, but 
they need it the most. I think it's a 
joke. It's the system that's wrong! 
"These guys who make the sport, who 
fill the starting line and make the 
races, they spend all their family's 
money trying to get to one race. They 
save up to get to the next race the next 
week, and it goes on like this for one 
or two years until they're out of 
money, or broke, and then they're 
gone. That's why you see this con- 
stant turnover of new names every 
year. 

In Europe they have fewer riders, 
but at least they have 100 more than 
they do here who can make a living 
racing as professional racers. In 
America, they should have regional 
qualifiers, and before the rider leaves 
his area, he should be guaranteed 
that he’s going.to make $800 or $1000 
when he reaches a supercross. So 
what that rider gets is all of his 
expenses paid, plus $500 — that’s 
making a living. But having to drive 
across the country, pay for hotels and 
food, bikes, gas and parts, then arrive 
atsome race where he's down to zero, 
doesn't qualify, then has to go back, 
that's wrong. 

What they should do at the races 
here is take half the purse, then pay it 
to 15th place on back, guaranteed; 
give each rider maybe $750. Then, 
with the other half of the purse, split 
it up between the top riders with 
something extra for third through 
first. 

But the way riders are being treated 
by the promoters and not getting 
anything for what they do is really 
wrong, it pisses me off. If a guy from 
Warren, Michigan, knew that he was 
going to go out, race, then come back 
with $500 in his pocket, then he'll be 
happy and he'll want to race again.

So ] ۵10 them that I couldn't go on 
this way anymore. Then, because of 
circumstances that Yamaha couldn't 
help anymore, I decided to race Inter- 
national races in Europe. I rode 10 
Internationals, and Iwona few. Then, 
in France, I was following (Andre) 
Malherbe on:a downhill; we went 
through this chicane, and I hit my 
hand on a fencepost and broke it. I 
was off for seven or eight weeks and 
came back home to America. I raced a 
24-hour race in France in September, 
anda stadium race in Australia after 
that, but I spent most of my time 
trying to get organized for 1985. 
CN: You talked earlier about moto- 
cross being a “small” or minor sport 
in this country; what will it take to be 
big? 

LaPorte: Before motocross can grow, 
and get the recognition it needs, it's 
going to have to attract people who 
are outside the world of motocross. 
The thing which could help the sport 
the most is to bring in big outside 
sponsors. 

CN: But that's been talked about for 
years, and hardly anybody has done 
anything about it. 

LaPorte: Well, now the situation's 
being forced; the only people who 
can do anything about it are the rid- 
ers themselves. They are going to 
have to get an agent or somebody 
who can get the companies to do 
something. For example, when you 
sign a contract with Marlboro, they 
have their own advertising agency 
and they're going to make you a star. 
CN: Well, it seems that the corpora- 
tions which supply major sponsor- 


ships to motocross in Europe are the ` 


ones that Americans are very familiar 
with, such as Sony, Shell, Texaco — 
but those are the very same compan- 
ies which race promoters and the 
AMA have .been unable to secure. 
These people constantly say that a 
big-time outside sponsor is needed, 
but nothing happens. 

LaPorte: To be honest, my opinion 
about that is that motocross needs to 
be on television more often than it is 
now — then the bigger sponsors will 
want to get involved. There's a com- 
pany in Europe called Hard Cross, 
and it's run by the people who put on 
the big tennis championships which 
draw all the big stars of that sport, 
like Jimmy Connors, Illya Nastashi 
and Yannic Noah. Hard Cross has 
television behind it, and they have 
sponsors like DeBeers (the South 
African diamond conglomerate), and 
they want to take motocross and do 
with it what they did to tennis. They 
want to have the 20 top professional 
riders in the world, they'll have 12 or 
15races around the world, then go on 
tour and sell it like Formula One 
auto racing. This company is con- 
nected, and they can really do some- 
thing like this. 

CN: Presently motocross racing has 
been in turmoil here and there has 
been some controversy over how 
supercross events should be run. What 
will it take to make the sport better in 
America? 

LaPorte: I don't know if it will ever 
be big. I think that once all of the 
sponsors have been used, they won't 
want to go through it again . . . (But) 
there will always be outdoor moto- 
cross; supercross I’m not so sure about. 


CN: What about prize money paid to 
riders? You've said that riders can 
make a decent living in Europe, but 
in the 12 or so years the sport has been 
in America, the purses are still rela- 
tively low, it seems. 

LaPorte: It's taken me a long time to 
think about it, but here it is: In Amer- 
ica there are 10 riders who get 100% 
sponsorship, who are making salar- 
ies. About half those guys make a real 


-good living, and the rest do.okay. — 





about a lot of things. I believe that 
other countries are more open-minded 
about trying new things than America 

. such as motocross. They’ve been 
having stadium races in Paris, and 
they’ve become very popular and the 
chic thing to do. Even the rich people 
dress up and go to them. They even 
advertise stadium races in French 
Vogue! 

But here, in America, it’s the same 
old thing, like football. Nothing's 
ever new. One reason why, I think, is 
money: These sports will not let go of 
their sponsors, and those sponsors 
are so wrapped up in thinking just 
about football, basketball and base- 
ball, and how much television time 
to buy for them . . . That's too bad, 
because I’ve been seeing stadium 
motocross growing more and more 
'since it began in Europe. They're try- 
ing to create a world championship 
for stadium racing, and get more 
sponsors. It will get even bigger than 
it is here. 

CN: For 1984 you were going to race 
the 500cc GPs, but you didn't. What 
was the reason? 

LaPorte: My main goal was to race 
for the 500cc World Championship 
after I won the 500cc National Cham- 
pionship here in 1979. In 1982, I 
thought winning the 250cc World 
Championship would be my lever- 
age to ride the 500 GPs in '83, but 
Yamaha didn't want two superstars 
in each class. Hakan Carlqvist was 
already in the 500cc class; they asked 
me to ride the 250s one more year, and 
then they'd talk about it. They said, 
“You have the number one plate; try 
to regain the title, and you'll go into 
the 500cc class.” 

At the end of '83 I was second in the 
250cc GPs; I was pumped, I signed a 
contract with Yamaha to ride the 
500cc GPs for '84. They were going to 
give me factory bikes, 100% support. I 
was happy. But the company had a 
bad year; they had to pull out their 
support for America. And since my 
bikes came from the factory, they said 
to me that they couldn't afford to 
build factory bikes for me and run a 
racing team. But they said that they 
would pay me everything for the 
year. 

CN: How serious of a blow was that 
to you? 

LaPorte: J wanted to quit! But then I 
said to myself that I had to see the 
good side — I got paid for a year, I 
could go to school, I could do any- 
thing, even stop racing. 

CN: What did you really do? 
LaPorte: I realized that it would be 
stupid to completely stop racing for 
the year, so Yamaha gave me the cho- 
ice of racing the 250cc GPs instead. 
But at the last minute I decided to 
ride the 500s, because I knew that was 
what I was going to do the next year, 


and I figured I could use the year as, 


practice. When. Yamaha came back 
in '85 with full support, I'd be ready. 

I had ‘a bike, a mechanic and a 
truck. I started out on a stock bike, 
and I went to the first race. Honda 
was so strong, Kawasaki was trying 
hard — and Yamaha was almost 
nothing; it was just enough to keep 
Hakan and me going. But Hakan 
had a co-sponsor to help him out, 
Lumaca of Italy (a manufacturer of 
down clothing, camping gear and 
bedspreads), but I couldn’t find any 
private sponsorship myself. I thought 
I'd try to finish out 1984 trying to do 
the best I could. I was also counting 
on the factory for more support be- 
cause I was close to winning a couple 
of races; I was in the top two or three, 
but I couldn't get to the top. I needed 
more equipment, and I was getting 
so mad inside. I didn't like being 
fifth, sixth or seventh place, I wanted 
to be first, second or third — mostly 
first. That was me! 
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Thierry Michaud picked up his second win of the season in the British 
round to vault eight points ahead of Lejeune in the point standings. 


The British fans were treated to 
some tremendous displays with their 
own home grown heroes Steve Saun- 
ders and Tony Scarlett finishing third 
and fourth to consolidate their posi- 
tions in the point standings. Scarlett 
started off brilliantly, turning in a 
selection of cleans which thrust him 
into the lead at the end of the opening 
lap of 22-sections. Tony had 42 marks 
on his punch card while Eddy Lejeune 
had 45 and Michaud 46. Saunders, on 
the other hand, was in ninth place 
and desperate to recover some sort of 
form and prove to the eager crowds 
he was the best British rider there. 

As Lejeune was completing the 
final few sections of the opening lap 
in a inactive quarry, it became appar- 
ent there was a problem with his 
works Honda. Worried looks from 
his Japanese mechanics in deep dis- 
cussions with Andre Siemens, Le- 
jeune’s mentor, indicated the Honda 
had gear selection problems. This 
was confirmed when he had to bump- 
start it in second gear and ride back to 
the finish where the problem took 
nearly an hour to sort out. This delay 
put Lejeune well down on his second 
lap and he had to rush to complete 
the course within the scheduled time 
limit. 

Michaud, with more time to hand, 
was able to capitalize on his advan- 
tage and had a second lap that was 
the best of the trial. Saunders finally 
found the knack that secured some 
super cleans, and with a second lap 
score just three more than Michaud, 
moved from ninth to third. e

trials history, three brothers from the 
same family all scored World Cham- 
pionship points.

Steve Saunders kept British hopes 
alive with another great ride, taking 
third place, only two marks behind 
Michaud and miles ahead of fourth 
place Eddie Moerman of Holland. 
Saunders, since moving to the Honda 
factory ride, has quickly established 
himself as.a top three candidate, rid- 
ing with style, verve and confidence. 

Michaud and Lejeune were even at 
30 marks lost at the conclusion of the 
opening lap,.but then Lejeune got 
into another gear, as he so often does, 
particularly at home, and put in the 
best lap of the trial at 18. Michaud, on 
31, was as steady as he had been on 
lap one. With a clear advantage, 
Lejeune could afford to slacken his 
pace slightly on the last lap, while 
Michaud's rapid circulation of the 
final lap almost caused his downfall 
for he increased his loss considerably. 
Saunders was waiting to pounce, but 
finished two marks down on Michaud. 

Huge crowds watched Saunders 
soar up the four-foot step at the 
dreaded 17th section before complet- 
ing his opening lap in fifth place, 
eight marks down on Michaud and 
Lejeune. Moerman, best of the twin 
shock brigade, was then third while a 
succession of borderline fives dropped 
Tony Scarlett back to 15th, behind 
John Lampkin who was giving the 
new single-shock Armstrong its world 
debut, but Scarlett was to come good 
on lap two. He got his act together 
and picked up 10 places on lap two 
with a score only beaten by Lejeune. 
In the final tally, Scarlett beat French- 
man Philippe Berlatier by two cleans 
while Burgat was seventh on his new 
Yamaha 350.

Moran, Ott win at 
Ventura season opener

VENTURA, CA, APR. 2 

On a warm Tuesday night, the 
survivors of Quarter Beer night 
saw Kelly Moran take the 
Scratch main — and “Show- 
time” Bob Ott showed 'em again, 
winning the Handicap main off the 
40-yard line. 

Handicap racing was as thrilling 
as it is supposed to be — maybe more. 
Four of the six 50-yard-line riders 
transferred, and two of them, Lance 
King and Mike Faria, won their heats. 
King is on a bike that is so fast, that 
when he was caught rolling the wrong 
way when the tapes flew up, he still 
managed to pass all five of his com- 
petitors to win by a mile. Ott, in his 
first '85 regular season ride, managed 
a third in his heat, then held off Andy 
Northrup to take a second in his semi 
behind “Rocket Rod” Sullivan, who 
is perhaps the only rider ever to start 
in First Division at all three southern 
California tracks. 

The Handicap consy, featuring a 
pair of Track Champions (Faria and 
Steve Lucero) plus the '83 U.S. Pairs 
Champions (Rob Pfetzing and Sam 
Ermolenko), was a five-lap mind- 
snapper with all six guys staying 
within striking distance of each other 
for the whole race; Pfetzing won it. In 
the main, Sullivan outgated his rivals 
off the 30-yard line and took the early 
lead. Ott blew by two laps later with 
King close behind, but Showtime 
took the checkered by about three 
lengths. 

Scratch racing was such a thrill 
that certainly many are trying to 
make up new adjectives to describe it. 
Fast is one word — how else could 
you describe a semi that featured 
Faria, Ermolenko, King and Alan 
Christian? Ermolenko won that one 
— a race where everyone stayed about 
an inch apart at 60 mph for four laps. 
Oxley dusted off Moran one race too 
soon to take the other semi. 

In the Scratch main, Ermolenko 
got the gate and took the lead until 
turn four when Oxley took him wide, 
allowing Moran to get the lead by 
going on the inside. That’s two mains 
in two tries for Moran so far this year 
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on the third lap, but that was as close 
as he could get. The night belonged 
to Ermolenko and he flashed across 
the finish line first, chased by Chris- 
tian and Faria. It was the first win of 
the year for Ermolenko, who spent 
the 1984 season with the Poole Pirates 
in the British League. 

Rising star Mark Dwyer (Frank 
Schiavone Construction/Oakley/

King takes Kingdome

SEATTLE, WA, MAR. 30 
Speedway racing was included 
as part of the "Showdown '85”’ 
program in the Seattle King- 
dome. The exhibition event 
featured many of the top southern 
California racing stars, including 
defending National Speedway Cham- 
pion Kelly Moran, Lance King, Dubb 
Ferrell and Mike Faria. But it was 
King who came out on top when Fer- 
rell and Jim Lawson tangled in a 
turn in the main, letting King slide 
by for the checkered flag. Ferrell was 
second for the night, Faria was third, 
and Lawson was fourth. 

The fastest heat of the exhibition 
featured Farrell and Faria, with Far- 
rell winning. Those who didn't make 
it past the heat race stage into the 
main included Tony Briggs, Tim 
McCasland and Moran. 

On the starting line of the main 
were Farrell, Lawson, Faria and King. 
When everybody got off the line, 
King was last, but by the end of the 
first lap King was leading, with Law- 
son second and Ferrell third. Faria 
was in fourth. 

Lap three saw Ferrell pass Lawson 
and King to take the lead, and every- 
body's positions held for the next two 
laps. On lap five, Ferrell was still 
leading and just to the inside of Law- 
son. But the rosin-coated concrete 
track was so tacky that it was difficult 
for Ferrell to hold a line in the 
corners. Ferrell's bike straightened 
out, and he knocked Lawson down in 
the turn. Even though Ferrell didn't 
crash, he was out of shape long 
enough to allow King to dive under 
and take the win. ۰

Gene Romero is an important part 
of Honda’s dirt track effort. 


In March of 1982, Gene went to 
work for American Honda with his 
mission being to more effectively 
help Jerry Griffith and the Honda 
dirt track effort. The first Honda dirt 
track win took place that year at Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, with Scott Pearson as 
the rider. That Honda dirt tracker 
was nicknamed the ''sidewinder" be- 
cause it was a modified CX500 Honda 
road bike engine turned sideways in 
the frame. The sidewinder had a 
larger bore and stroke that brought it 
up to 750cc. Meanwhile, development 
work was continuing on a new engine 
by the factory. Gene had always felt 
that the engine must be air-cooled 
and as light as possible to be fully 
competitive with other machines. An- 
other reason for Gene’s thinking was 
that the engine should be available to 
privateers, and if an engine is water- 
cooled it would be much harder to 
maintain on the hectic Grand Nation- 
al Circuit. 

The year of 1983 was the major 
development year. Some people real- 
ized that Gene's input was moving 
the team in the right direction. Others 
felt that Honda could not win con- 
sistently and the total effort would 
fail. At the end of the season Gene 
was instrumental in: signing both 
Ricky Graham and Bubba Shobert to 
two-year contracts for Honda. He 
also hired a few key support people to 
make up a winning team. 

Before the 1984 season Gene retired 
his famous number three so that 
Ricky Graham could use it. There 
was little doubt in my mind that the 
Honda team could win its first Grand 
National. Championship, as Gene 
had started preparing for it during 
the winter. I also knew that Gene had 
ultimate confidence in Bubba as well 
as Ricky. Prior to going to work for 
Honda, Gene was working on a deal 
with private sponsorship and he 
knows that the rider is at least 75% of 
a winning team effort. 

At the start of the 1984 season, 
Honda announced that its RS750D 
dirt track engine would be available 
to privateers. The fact that Ted Boody 
won the Springfield Mile as a priva- 
teer using one of theseengines is a big 
plus for racers and the future of 
American dirt track racing. The en- 
gines used by Bubba and Ricky were 
also available right after the race 
ended. Gary Scott purchased the en- 
gine out of Bubba's bike while it was 


„still warm in the winner’s circle. 


Brand new engines were also avail- 
able at the mile. 

The most positive quote came 
from Honda dealer Woody Leone of 
Beaumont, Texas. “Now that Honda 
has good equipment available at a 
reasonable price, I am building two 
dirt track racers for the 1985 season." 
Woody is original Honda dealer 
number 48, and he said thatafterury- 
ing golf and fishing during semi- 









as good a time as any to see what the 
bike would do. I found out. I'm very 
pleased with the way it ran all week- 
end.” 

John Mafaro, winner of the Pro 
Stock round in the NHRA Gatorna- 
tionals, put his 1981 1260cc Suzuki, 
sponsored by Web Cam, Vance & 
Hines, LAW and High Performance, 
in the top qualifying position in the 
12-bike field with an 8.574/153.22 
effort. : 

Steve Miles, who met Mafaro in the 
final, was seventh in qualifying on 
his Motorcycle Machine/M&M Boys/ 
Vance & Hines-backed 1395cc '82 
Kawasaki. 

Both worked their way through the 
first two rounds of eliminations before 
the semis. The first run matchup was 
between Miles and ‘Superbike Mike” 
Keyte. Miles was battling a transmis- 
sion/shifter problem which forced 
him to use his left foot to brace the 
shift lever in case it jumped out of 
gear once the air shifter-assisted shift 
to top gear was made. Keyte lost the 
run on the line as he uncharacteris- 
tically jumped the start and red- 
lighted away his chances for the final. 
Miles ran an 8.71/155.12 and later 
said the tranny problem was still there. 

Mafaro met Kawasaki rider Jeff 
Luccarelli in the other semi with 
Mafaro turning in an 8.64/151.77 
pass for his win and the lane choice 
in the final. 

Both riders worked on their bikes 
before the final with Mafaro looking 
for a way to cut his elapsed time 
down since Miles' best run was an 
8.57 ride in the opening round, while 
"Pizza John" hadn't broken out of 
the 8.60 second range in eliminations. 

The pair staged for the final with 
Mafaro in the left lane and Miles in 
the right. Both left the line clean, but 
Mafaro began to slow almost imme- 
diately and the game was over. 

“The changes we made must have 
solved my shifting problem," said 
Miles. “Everything went smoothly 
for the first time this weekend.” 

“This is a heartbreaker,” said 
Mafaro. “I had him covered. He 
wasn't going to beat me.” e

McBride, Miles roll 
in Dixie National

Larry McBride and Steve Miles pulled off 
their first wins of the season in Top Fuel and 
Pro Stock, respectively, in the Dixie National 
at Atlanta Dragway. The Top Fuel final pit- 


“Can you believe it ran that good 
on the first run?” said Trett. “I never 
expected it to be this good right away.

However, the run wasn't without 
problems as Trett's engine blew the 
head gasket on the burnout and about 
two-thirds into the run a small piece 
of metal broke out of the right-hand 
side at the top of the barrel. Repair 
work on the bike took until 4 a.m. 
Sunday morning and then continued 
at 7:30 a.m. for another two hours. 


A lot of riders burned the midnight 
oil, including McBride, who was 
having blower problems. When the 
blower on the engine and the spare 
didn't work right, McBride borrowed 
one from Larry Hayes. 


"The first elimination round of Top 
Fuel saw McBride win over Charles 
Israel when the kill switch came 
apart and shut the engine off at three- 
quarters distance. Israel was riding a 
Suzuki for Star Cycle's George Bryce, 
which is normally campaigned in the 
Funny Bike ranks. 


McBride's winning ride was an 
8.00/156.25 pass. Trett then soloed 
and put down a 7.77/193.13 pass 
which had everyone buzzing. Michael 
"Squeaks" O'Connor, on vacation 
with his family “in search of warmer 
weather than in Anchorage, Alaska,” 
also ran solo. His 8.99/157.60 ended 
the round. 


'Trett and McBride ran solo passes 
in round two after O'Connor struck 
problems to set up the final. Trett 
turned in a 7.43/193.13 with McBride 
at 7.71/157.61. 


McBride had lane choice for the 
final and chose the left one. Trett, 
never having run in the right lane, 
consulted his friend Jim McClure — 
who had used the lane — for advice. 
The pair staged and when the green 
lights came on, McBride left the line 
clean and straight while Trett broke 
his rear slick loose and gave McBride 
the edge he needed. By the time Trett 
was able to get usable power to the 
ground, McBride was gone. 


“I knew I had to cut a light on 
Elmer,” said McBride. “I glanced a 
bit toward his lane, saw he wasn't 
there and let off near the end. I'm still 
getting used to the bike and this is a 
big boost for my morale. Clark Row- 
ley, my partner, is really happy.” 
McBride mentioned Reidell Machine 
and Tool Works, Arias pistons and 
Maaco Auto and Paint as some of his 
backers, as well as Terry Vance and 
Byron Hines, from whom he bought 
the bike. 

“I had never really gotten on the 


runs," said Trett. “I figured now was

effort. 


Trett's pit area always draws peo- 
ple to it to gaze at his fueler. After 
three seasons, his "Mountain Magic" 
bike has been replaced by a titanium- 
framed mount featuring a streamlined 
Kevlar and carbon fiber body cover- 
ing over half the bike. The black, red 
and silver paint job, a 14-inch rear 
Goodyear slick and 95-inch wheel- 
base all add up to make the machine 
truly imposing. The 1327cc Kawasaki- 
based blown and fuel injected nitro 
burner barks a sound that screams 


. power when the throttle is blipped. 


McBride’s white with metal-flake 
blue trim Suzuki fueler, also at 1327cc 
displacement, was also a major cen- 
ter of attention. McBride noted dur- 
ing Saturday’s qualifying that he was 
just getting used to the bike and that 
it had “much more power” than any- 
thing he had ever ridden. 


One incident marred Saturday's 
racing. Barry Witmire crashed his 
Top Fuel bike at over 120 mph after 
passing through the timing lights. 
The crash heavily damaged his bike 
and left Witmire with a badly cut 
right hand plus ligament and/or car- 
tilage damage to his left knee which 
may require surgery. 

Trett’s day didn't start out the way 
he wanted it to. As he did a burnout 
before staging for his first qualifying 
run, he sensed something was wrong 
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« and shut off the engine. The intake 


manifold had developed cracks in the 
area near the injectors. Trett made a 


quick trip to his nearby home, re- ° 


moved the blower/injector/manifold 
unit from his “old” bike, and replaced 
the entire assembly. He was back and 
ready to run in time for the final 
qualifying session.

fying as building a fast racebike. 
Incidentally, motorcycles that Woody 
built in the past still hold records 
at Bonneville. Undoubtedly, other 
people must have similar thoughts. 

At the beginning of Honda's in- 
volvement, some new spectators start- 
ed following the Grand National 
racing circuit. Many of them are 
members of clubs that concentrate 
mainly on street touring. This has to 
be a plus for the industry and sport. 

Itis easy to see the efforts of Ameri- 
can engineering when looking at the 
new Honda dirt racebike as only the 
engine and forks are imported from 

. Japan. One of the unsung heros of 
this American engineering is Homer 
Knapp who owns Hollywood Motor- 
cycle Machine. He worked for Gene 
as an outside contractor. The two of 
them burnt a lot of midnight oil dur- 
ing the winter before the 1984 season 
and many of Gene's ideas became 
reality in record time. 

Mert Lawwill summed up the way 
most things are viewed by the public 
when it comes to racing change: 
“Damned if you dó! Damned if you 
don't!" Perhaps Mert's success with 
the Roberts-Lawwill racing effort, 
which resulted with Mike Kidd win- 
ning the Grand National number 
one in 1981, might have had some 
impact on the initial Honda decision 
to go dirt track racing. Yamaha Motor 
Corp., USA was one of the sponsors 
for the Roberts-Lawwill Team. Look- 
ing at the positive side of things, as 
spectators we are fortunate that our 
former Grand National Champions 
are so dedicated to our American dirt 
track racing. 

When it comes to managing a 
winning dirt track racing team, those 
who have won the championship 
themselves have proven that they 
know how to do it. To date, only 
Americans have managed winning 
teams and only American riders have 
won Grand National dirt track races. 
It doesn't appear that their domina- 
tion will be threatened in the foresee- 
able future. 

Gene has always been an asset to 
motorcycling. Other notable things 
he has done include vjsiting handi- 
capped children in hospitals in many 
cities around the country and, on sev- 
eral occasions, he visited L.A. Trade- 
Tech College as a guest speaker. 
Usually bringing a racebike with 
him, he has always given words of 
encouragement to students planning 
a career 1n the motorcycle industry. 
Dave Arnold, now motocross Team 
Manager for Honda, and Mark Porter, 
now assistant manager of motorcycle 
testing for Yamaha, were students 
when Gene pushed his dirt tracker 
into the lab sporting his newly earned 
number one plates in 1971. 

The message Gene always gets 
across to a group is that motorcycling 
is fun, either going to the races or 
riding one yourself. 

With the recent release of On Any 
Sunday I videos, today's young viewer 
might like to meet Gene in the pits 
after the races. He is usually sur- 
rounded by people, but if you are 
patient you should get the opportun- 
ity as he is usually one of the last to 
leave the pits. 

Jackie Stewart is successful selling 
Fords using the knowledge he learned 
whileracing. Hopefully some promo- 
ter will take advantage of Gene's per- 
sonality and charisma — then we 
might see him on TV. e.

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Sequoia 
future 
discussed 
by forest 
service, 
off-roaders

While public land managers 
rushed to close off-road trails 
in the new ‘‘wilderness’’ 
created by Congress, the 
Sequoia National Forest people met 
with CORVA, the AMA and inde- 
pendent trail users to discuss the 
future. 

Immediate plans are bleak. The 
Wildrose, Dark Canyon, Wood- 
pecker, and Summit Meadows mo- 
torcycle trails are closed. The Broder 
Meadows trail is closed at the Jackass 
Peak intersection. The jeep roads and 
trails in Rockhouse Basin are closed, 
as is access to Sirretta Peak. Off road- 
ers will not suffer alone; the closures 
extend to the highway, and may 
include a most popular family-RV 
camping area at the South Fork of the 
Kern River (that was “objectionable” 
to the hikers on the Pacific Crest 
Trail, according to the Sierra Club). 

“Earth-disturbing”’ projects on the 
Forest are subject to Archeological 
Resource Evaluations by the Federal 
Antiquities Act, and “archeological 
barriers" (and a lack of funds) pre- 
vent early re-connect of the Broder 
Meadows trail, and expansion of 
others. Future growth may depend 
on the outcome of public comment 
on the Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement for the Sequoia's Land 
Use Management Plan, scheduled to 
begin in October 1985, That plan 
will consider the resource, political, 
social and economic impacts, and the 
need to separate users to resolve user 
conflicts,” in deciding where off-road 
use is appropriate. 

After 1986, things start to look bet- 
ter. The District managers plan to 
emphasize development of off-road 
loop trails in the Troy Meadows area, 
including using a $275,000 State 
Green Stickie grant to develop 15 
miles of connecting trails, and re- 
locating severely-eroded trails. They 
have also begun the process of iden- 
tifying potential off-road trails for 
future development. Planning alter- 
natives in the District range from 
an “open area" concept to a desig- 
nated trail system, with closures anti- 
cipated only in wilderness, and sea- 
sonal restrictions in wet lands, fire 
zones, and deer fawning areas. 

Future trail plans will provide the 
growing number of ATV users with 
access to the trail system from paved 
campsites. For now, dispersed camp- 
ing at Monache allows ATV-direct 
access to all four-wheel trails and 
unmaintained jeep roads. Because of 
the forested nature of the area, no 
open ATV play areas are anticipated. 

Sequoia off-roaders, quite literally, 
hold their future in their hands.

McConnell sped past an out-of- 
shape Burke on lap two and the duo 
exchanged leads until Burke went 
down in one of the many “slop 
holes" on the track.

Perez grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of moto two and quickly began 
to pull away from Strangio, Joel 
Tokarsky (Kal-Gard/O'Neal/Kaw), 
David McLeod (Kaw) and Deckert. 
McLeod was passed by both Deckert 
and Briska on the first lap, while Perez 
stretched his lead to over five seconds 
on Strangio. Deckert moved in on

Debut win for 
Suzuki GSXR750 
in Australia

ADELAIDE, AUSTRALIA, MAR.24 
Australian rider Rob Phillis 
gave Suzuki’s new GSXR750 
its world racing debut in style 
by winning the Western Underwri- 
ters three-hour production race at 
Adelaide International Raceway. Phil- 
lis showed the potential of the new 
Suzuki by qualifying second-fastest 
for the event witha lap time of 1:01.2. 
This was slightly slower than the 
time set by Team Kawasaki Austra- 
lia’s Len Willing, who took the pole 
position with a 1:00.7 lap time. But 
the Suzuki was the equal of the 
Kawasakis, and was just as fast as the 
GPz900s on the track's long straight- 
away. 

Right from the start Phillis was a 
front-runner, dicing with Willing for 
the lead in the first hour of the race. 
But, in the second hour, Phillis started 
losing his concentration as his body 
began to dehydrate in the 103 degree 
heat. 

Going into the event's final hour, 
Phillis was 42 seconds behind Wil- 
ling, who was in the lead after taking 
over the riding chores from co-rider 
Iain Pero. However, when Phillis 
hada fresh Michelin rear tire installed 
on his bike, his lap times suddenly 
dropped until he was running below 
his qualifying time. Phillis main- 
tained this pace for almost all of the 
final hour; he then caught and passed 
Willing and went on to win. 

Willing was using the same rear 
Michelin tire on his Kawasaki as

Ward wins another 
at Corona

Gordon Ward's long string of 
victories in the 250cc Pro class 
at Corona Raceway was almost 
broken tonight by Sunwest Ya- 
maha's Jim Gibson. Gibson passed 
Ward in the final turn to take the win 
in’ the first moto, then they both 
battled in round two for the entire 
moto until Gibson spun out on the 
last lap and allowed Ward to keep his 
streak alive. 

Darren Sharuga (Yam) shot into 
the lead at the start of moto one with 
Gibson, Ward (Malcolm Smith Rac- 
ing/Yam), and Don Turk (Answer/ 
Oakley/Hon) trailing. Gibson passed 
Sharuga on the first lap as they exited 
the first set of Pro whoops, then Ward 
went by. Ward quickly homed-in on 
Gibson, and for the next few laps they 
were just inches apart. By the third lap 
they caught up to Intermediate class 
riders on the shortened track (a light- 
ing failure in the hills restricted rac- 
ing to the infield) and a couple of laps 
later the traffic became a big problem 
for Gibson. As he tried to pass a 
slower rider, Gibson was forced off 
the track but still had the lead when 
he got back on. Gibson then blew his 
approach to the whoops and Ward 
took the lead. 

For the rest of the race Gibson 
stayed glued to Ward's rear fender, 
despite a poor-running bike. On the 
final lap Gibson intensified his attack, 
and made his move as they approached 
the finish line. Gibson banzaied a 
jump and pulled up alongside Ward 
in mid-air; upon landing he held the 
best line over the table-top turn to 
squirt into the lead and take the win by 
inches. Sharuga and Turk also spent 
the entire moto in close company, 
and at the finish it was Turk who 
came up with third.
